FIRE RAVAGES 
ATLANTIC. CITY 


A Dozen Hotels -and Over a Score 
of Small. Buildings Gone. 


LOSS MAY EXCEED $1,000,000 


Crowd Cut Off by Flames on Pier 
Rescued by Boats. 


Firemen and Engines Sent from Phila- 
delphia and Camden — Troops and 
Police Guard Burned Area— 


Many Looters Arrested.

ATLANTIC CITY, April 3.—Fire of un- 
known origin destroyed property esti- 
mated at over $1,000,000 here to-day in the 
most valuable section of the city. The 
track of the fire burned all of that portion 
from the boardwalk between Illinois Ave- 
nue and South Carolina Avenue, extending 
back toward Pacific Avenue 250 feet. In 
addition Young’s Pier, at the foot of Ten- 
nessee Avenue, was damaged and a large 
part of it will have to be rebuilt. It was 
the most destructive fire the city has ever 
known, and it was only due to the arrival 
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companies were totally unable to cope with 
the demands upon them. 

The fire was under control before 3 
o'clock this afternoon, and to-night the 
ruined district is being patrolled by Com- 
pany L of the Third’ Regiment, Nationat 
Guard of New Jersey, and the Morris 
Guards, an independent military organiza- 
tion, who turned out to aid the police. 

The City Council met to-night, and decid- 
ced to start rebuilding the board walk to- 
morrow morning, and the continuous four- 
mile promenade is expected to be intact 
by Sunday. 


THE BURNED DISTRICT. 


The Tarlton Hotel, in which the fire 
started, is about 100 feet north of Illinois 
Avenue, and directly on the beach. The 
Windsor, as the one boundary of the ruined 
district, being on Illinois Avenue, but about 
125 feet from the Boardwalk, was not de- 
stroyed, but it will have to be entirely 
renovated. The principal buildings wiped 
out were the Luray Hotel, on the lower 
side of Kentucky Avenue, the first build- 
ing from the Boardwalk; the Stratford, the 
Berkeley, the Stickney, the Holland, the 
Evard, and the Academy of Music, the Dun- 
lop, and the Tennessee. The Beach, which 
is owned by Robert T. Dunlop, formerly 
of the Victoria Hotel of New York City, 
was threatened, but only slightly damaged. 
The flames licked up the boardwalk and 
pavilions and other frame structures in 
their path, and leaping across Kentucky 
Avenue caught the Hotel Stratford, the 
Hotel Berkeley, Field’s Mexican Store, and 
other places.

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police promptly arrested them, and the 
patrol wagon was kept going steadily to 
and from the jail. 

The wind blowing briskly from the west 
fanned the flames and sent them scurrying 
from one building to the other with such 
rapidity that the firemen could not check 
them. The big marine ballroom and theatre 
on the ocean pier were destroyed, as were 
other parts of the pier. Several additional 


fire started from sparks, but fortunately 


no serious damage was done. 

As the local Fire Department seemed to 
be unable to cope with the flames a re- 
quest was sent to Philadelphia for: aid. 
The Pennsylvania Railroad Company sent 
a special train, on which were three com- 
panies from Philadelphia with horses and 
men. A second section, with fire apparatus 
belonging to the Camden company, was 
rushed later. 

When they arrived the scene was a grand 
one. Two solid blocks facing the walk 
were burning, and panic reigned in the 
city. A large number of persons had taken 
position on Young’s Pier as a good place 
to watch the progress of the fire. Their 
selection was excellent so far as sight- 
seeing was concerned, but in their interest 
in the flames they forgot that with the Acad- 
emy of Music burning,the wind was carrying 
the smoke and embers directly across 
the shore end of the pier. The pavilion 
there was enshrouded in smoke and be- 
ing subjected to a ceaseless rain of sparks 
before those on the pier realized their dan- 
ger. -There was a rush for the shore, and 
most of those on the pier escaped onto 
the boardwalk and out of the path @ the 
flames. 


CROWD IN PERIL. 


The situation was too threatening for 
those last to reach the pavilion to venture 
through it to the walk, and a few minutes 
later the flames were eating up the pavilion 
with forty or fifty persons imprisoned on 
the water end of the pier. Their situation 
was not immediately dangerous, as they

of reinforcements for the local Fire De- 
partment from Philadelphia and Camden 
that the entire city did not go up in smokc. 

Various rumors as to the origin of the 
blaze were current during the day, but 
to-night the Chief of the local Fire Depart- 
ment and the cfty’s electrician were of the 
opinion that crossed wires in the Tarlton 
Hotel, which was unoccupied at the time, 
eaused the disaster. An alarm from Mary- 
land Avenue about 9 o'clock this morning, 
which the fireman ‘reported was a sus- 
picious looking blaze, followed by the big 
affair, which was discovered at 10:15 
o'clock, gave rise to talk of incendiarism. 
Several other fires were reported during 
the day, but these, on investigation, proved 
to have resulted from flying burning em- 
bers of the Illinois Avenue fire. 

No lives were lost according to official 
report, though rumor had it that a score 
of persons were killed. That the loss of 
life was an absent feature of the fire is 
attributed to the fact that the Easter 
crowd of visitors had mostly left the city 
on Monday and yesterday, for the number 
or 
the city has ever known at this season. 

Owing to the fact that the fire started 
in an unocenpied building the guests in 
the surrounding hotels were enabled to 
get out with their belongings. All these 
guests found accommodations and safety 
in other hotels distant from the fire. but 


several were victims of thieves, who start- ! 


ed in to rob right and left. The city jail 
houses about a score of these toc nimble- 
fingered gentry to-night. 

The telegraph companies and the tele- 
phone people were overwhelmed with work. 
Telegrams poured in from anxious friends 
and relatives of visitors, and the latter

On account of the extreme susceptibility 
of the buildings here to fire, the fire insur- 
ance companies in many cases have refused 
to take any risk. As a consequence the 
amount of insurance is actually only about 
$150,000. This estimate was given by C. J. 
Adams, who represents most of the big 
insurance corcerns here.

Miss Madeline Pearson, who is employed 
in a board walk store, jumped when the 
flames devoured the adjoining property, 
and her ankle was severely sprained. 

Policeman Charles Weaver was badly in- 
jured in the leg while trying to help the 
firemen. He was removed to the hospital 
and later sent home. 

George T. McBride, a telephone lineman, 
fell through a window and was severely 
eut. ~ 

Courtine Arthur and John Stuart, fire- 
men, were overcome by smoke and fell sev- 
eral feet. Neither is seriously injured.

not comforting, for on one side of them 
were the flames and on the other the ocean. 
The life savers and volunteers put out in 
beats, and within a few minutes all on the 
pier were safe. 

The arrival of the live savers prevented a 
scandal. Some of the private boats first 
on the scene wanted to charge the prison- 
ers on the pier for the service of taking 
them ashore. Others offered their services 
free, but so many of the boatmen wanted 
pay that it looked as if there might be a 


fight between the boat owners, but the big ‘aw 


surfboats coming up ended the afafir. 

An excited crowd of New Yorkers were 
on the trains which arrived shortly after 6 
o'clock. Many of the passengers were cot- 
tagers or had friends in the hotels here, 
and at the first view of Atlantic City, 
which can be had at the entrance to the 


meadows about eight miles away, it was 
seen that the city was still there, and only 
a blur made by the smoking ruins vin a 
comparatively small spot was observed, 
ending the suspense of most of the passen- 
gers. These had relatives and friends in 
sections of the city apart from the fire dis- 
trict. 

Aulantic City’s previous big fire was in 
August, 1893, when the City Hall block was 
destroyed, including the Opera House, a 
small hotel, and a dozen shops. Kuehnle’s 
Hotel was considerably damaged. Several 
other fires have occurred here, and on each 
occasion the total destruction of the town 
was looked for, but not until to-day did 
this possibility seem assured of realization. 

Five improved steam fire engines, five 
hose carts, a chemical engine, two hook 
and ladder trucks, two patrol wagons, and 
ambulances, four hand hose carts, and a 
reserve hook and ladder truck make up 
the equipment of the Atlantic City Fire 
Department.

MAY BUILD AND ENDOW 


A GREAT JESUIT SCHOOL. 


Mrs. H. B. Plant Offers to Do So If 
Morton Plant Will Donate His In- 
terest in the Tampa Bay Hotel.

ATLANTA, Ga., April 3.—The widow of 
H. B. Plant, the Florida millionaire, has 
made an offer that may lead to the estab- 
lishment of the largest Jesuit school in the 
world. She has offered to donate her in- 
terest in the Tampa Bay Hotel, which was 
built at a cost of $1,000,000, for this pur- 
pose. Mrs. Plant has also offered to endow 
the school with $1,000,000 in cash. 

The proposition is based upon a single 
contingency. Mrs. Plant stipulates that 
Morton Plant also donite his interest in the 
hostelry to the Catholic Church. Morton 
Plant is the son of H. B. Plant by his first 
wife. His interest in the hotel is about 82 
per cent. He is said to have declined to 
lease the hotel after the expiration of the 
present contract, and this is regarded as 
favorable to the proposition of Mrs. Plant. 
The latter is a strong believer in giving aid 
to educational purposes. 

The Plant Investment Company, it is 
said, does not look favorably on the plan,

GEN. MILES MAY GO SOON. 


Possibility of His Being Retired Within 
a Week. 
Special to The New York Times. 


WASHINGTON, April 3.—It is positively 
determined that Lieut. Gen, Miles shall be 
retired under the provision of the law 
which permits the Chief Executive to place 
on the retired list any officer who has 
served forty-five years, or who has reached 
the age of sixty-two. The date of retire- 
ment is not fixed, but it will not be post- 
poned many months, and it may come with- 
in a week or ten days. The Administration 
is tired of Gen. Miles, because, as the Pres- 
ident looks at it, the General’s attitude 
toward the army and the Administration 
is decidedly objectionable. The President 
does not intend to have anything akin to 
the Schley controversy show up in the 
army through differences between Gen. 
Miles and the Secretary of War. His judg- 
ment is that the proper course for him to 
take to.avoid this is to retire Gen, Miles 
to private life. 

The feature of Gen. Miles’s recent corre- 
spondence regarding his Philippine propo- 
sition that the President most disliked was 
the charge that the operations of the Amer- 
ican Army in the Philippines had been con- 
ducted with ‘“‘ marked severity.’ The Pres- 
ident feels that this is a reflection not only 
upon the officers who have been conduct- 
ing these operations, but upon the Adminis- 
tration itself, especially as the Lieutenant 
General failed to adduce any evidence to 
substantiate his allegations. 

The President resents the circulation of 
the story which seems to have been started 
by Gen. Miles that the General's Philip- 
pine proposition was approved at the White 
House before it was submitted to the Sec- 
retary of War. A proposition from Gen. 
Miles was presented to the President, and 
severely criticised on the ground that it 
reflected unjustly on the army. Later. the 
proposition was amended and again sent 
to the White House, whence it was re- 
turned to Gen. Miles with word from the 
President that he would not consider it 
until it should come to him in the regular 
way. 

There is no truth tn the statement that 
the President approved the Miles proposi- 
tion or anypart of it. The only judgment 
pronounced with respect to it Was con- 
demnation of a certain portion of it on the 
ground that it was a most objectionable 
aspersion on the army by the Lieutenant 
General. The President, as has been stated 
in the Washington dispatches to THE NEW 
YorkK TIMES, was greatly annoyed by Gen. 
Miles’s testimony with reference to the 
Army Reorganization bill. He felt that 
Gen. Miles had shown a disposition to make 
mischief, to ‘‘ put the Administration in the 
hole.” Had he seen the way clear he 
would have retired the General within a 
day or two of the delivery of this testi- 
mony. He judged, though, that if he should 
take this course he might seem to be chal- 
lenging the right of Congressional commit- 
tees to acquire information from official 
persons relative to pending measures. It 
seemed best to the President to defer ac- 
tion for a time. 

The suggestion is made now that the re- 
tirement order will not be issued until after 
the adjournment of Congress, but that is 
all guesswork. The President himself does 
not know when he will act. He simply 
knows that Gen, Miles is to be retired be- 
cause the Administration believes he has 
terminated his capacity for usefulness to 
the army, and has become simply a mis- 
chiefmaker and a breeder of a spirit of in- 
subordination. 


TOLEDO SHORE LINE DEAL. 


The Pennsylvania May After All Effect 
an Entrance Into the Detroit Field. 
Special! to The New York Times. 


DETROIT, Mich., April 3—A few days 
ago it was asserted that W. B. Strang, the 
contractor, had obtained his thirty-day 
option on the Toledo Shore Line with the 
purpose of selling it to the Toledo Ter- 
minal Company; but it is now asserted 
that Strang put up the price of this piece 
of Everett-Moore property to an extent 
that made the Terminal people shy at the 


proposition. 
It is now asserted that the Baltimore and 


Ohio has entered into the negotiations with 
the purpose of using the hore Line to 
gain entrance to Detroit. The Pennsyl- 
vania recently gained control of the Balti- 
more and Ohio, and if the latter should 
get into the Detroit field it would prac- 
tically give the Pennsylvania entrance to 
the Detroit field. The latter road is tied 
up by an agreement with the Vanderbilts 
not to come into thie city, but this agree- 
ment does not extend to the Baltimore and 


Ohio. 


Reported Deal to Control Output of the 
West Virginia, Hocking Valley, 
and Pittsburg Regions.

PITTSBURG, Penn., April 3.—The story 
of an impending combination of the coal 
combines of three States, which will have 
practically control of the entire output of 
the West Virginia, Hocking Valley. and 
Pittsburg regions, is revived. The concerns 
control over 300,000 acres of the oest coal 
land, and their total capital approximates 
$125,000,000. The companies mentioned as 
involved in the deal are the Pittsburg Coal 
Company, the Fairmont Coal Company of 
West Virginia, and the Hocking Vall2y in- 
terests in Ohio, which are now ooerated 
under a close agreement. The «airmont 
Company controls the output of West Vir- 
ginia, which is shipped to the lakes. 

Reciprocal arrangements with the rail- 
roads as to the territory to be covered by 
the different companies are also said to 
be under way. Francis L. Robbins of the 
Pittsburg Company, Mr. Winder of the 
Hocking Valley combine, and Clarence 
Watson of the Fairmont Company are 
said to have been prominent in conducting 
the negotiations, and meetings have been 
held in New York during the last few days. 
A meeting was held in Cleveland a few 
days ago to settle on the price of coal for 
lake shipment for the year,

THE KAISER BLAMED 
FOR THE BOER WAR 


His Telegram to Kruger in 1896 
Declared to Have Caused It. 


Burghers Counted on His Aid, and, It Is 
Said, Prepared to Wrest South 
Africa from the British.

LONDON, April 4.—The Paris corre- 
spondent of The Times quotes the views 
of “an important Dutchman,” well ac- 
quainted with the Transvaal in regard 
to the South African war. 

He affirms that the German Emperor's 
telegram to Mr. Kruger in 1896 was the 
real cause of the war, as it was regarded 
in the Transvaal as tantamount to an 
assurance of Germany’s intervention and 
protection. 

From that time on, says the Dutch 
authority, the two Boer Republics, with 
a common ambition to wrest South Af- 
rica from the British, decided to make 
war. Both republics were convinced that 
when the first shot was fired in South 
Africa Europe would intervene, and that 
the result of this intervention would be 
that the republics would govern the 
whole country. 

For years, it is further stated, the 
Boers devoted enormous sums to secret 
purchases of arms. 


On Jan. 3, 1896, a day after the sufrender 
of the Jameson raiders, Emperor William 
telegraphed to President Kruger, congrat- 
ulating him on the fact that ‘* without 
appealing to the help of friendly powers, 
you and your people have succeeded in 
repelling with your own forces the armed 
bands which have broken into your coun- 
try, and in maintaining the independence 
S your country against foreign aggres- 
sion.”’ 

This telegram caused enormous excite- 
ment in the United Kingdom, and it was 
almost everywhere regarded as an indica- 
tion that the Kaiser would support the 
Boers if they became engaged in war with 
Great Britain. On Jan. 6, in a conversation 
with Sir Frank Lascelles (British Ambas- 
sador at Berlin,) Baron von Marschall 
(German Foreign Minister) protested 
against the view of the British press that 
the telegram was an act of hostility against 
Great Britain and an encroachment on 
British rights. He pointed out that the 
Kaiser had congratulated the head of a 
friendly state on his victory over an armed 
band that had invaded his land in defiance 
of international law. 


THE MURDERS BY AUSTRALIANS 


Public Opinion in the Commonwealth 
Has Changed—Explanation by an 
Officer Sentenced for Life.

LONDON, April 4.—The Times’s Mel- 
bourne correspondent says public opinion 
has changed in regard to the execution in 
South Africa of Australian officers for 
the murder of Boers. 

The Australians, says the correspon- 
dent, deeply resent the stigma cast on 
the good name of their soldiers by a few 
Australians who were not members of 
the regular contingents.

LONDON, April 4.—Lieut. Witton, one of 
the Australians sentenced to life imprison- 
ment at penal servitude when, the two 
Australian officers were sentenced to ueath 
for shooting and robbing Boers, who were 
traveling to Pietersburg with the object of 
surrendering, has arrived in England to 
serve his sentence. He gives an account of 
the affair as follows: 

‘One of the Australian officers had b2en 
murdered by Boers. Shortly afterward 
the Australians captured a number of 
Boers, including one wearing the uniform 
of the murdered officer. They immediately 
held a drum-head court-martial, found the 
man guilty, and ordered that he be shot. 
For this the Australians were arrested in 
October and tried by court-martial. Their 
sentences, after revision by the imperial 
Government, were communicated to them in 
February. 


BOER LEADERS CONFERRING. 


Schalk-Burger Has Opened Negotiations 
with Steyn—Latter Thought Stil! 
to be _ Irreconcilable. 
KROONSTAD, Orange River Colony, 
April 3.—Acting President of the Transvaal 
Schalk-Burger has opened negotiations 
with Mr. Steyn, who has been located with 
De la Rey and Kemp; but the whereabouts 
of the party has not been ascertained. 
De Wet has been located near Boshof. 


PRETORIA, April 2.—Communications 
have passed between Mr. Steyn and the 
Transvaal mission at Kroonstad, but noth- 


ing is yet known of the result. 

The majority of the military men and 
civilians here expect more from the con- 
tinual pressure of the troops than from the 
present negotiations. It is pointed out that 
once before, when hard pressed, the Trans- 
vaalers showed a desire for peace, but it 
was promptly overridden by Mr. Steyn. 

Nothing in the present situation, so far 
as is known, indicates that Steyn is less 
irreconcilable than previously. Indeed, the 
known facts seem to point to a greater de- 
termination to continue the struggle. 


INVASION OF NATAL FEARED?

The additional $250,000 in stock of the 
Umited States Fidelity and Guarantee Com- 
pany will be taken by New York interests. 
This company has been extending its oper- 
ations abroad. The management of the 
Safe Deposit and Trust Company has taken 
no action as yet to make use of the power 
to increase its capital stock from $500,000 to 
$2,000,000, but some important plans are 
under consideration, such as the erection of 
a duplicate of its present building. 

The American Bonding and Trust Com- 
pany has secured the right to add the cas- 
ualty business to its present operations. 
The Queen Anne Railroad Company will 
extend its lines down the Eastern Shore 
Peninsula to Virginia and more actively 
compete with the Pennsylvania’s peninsula 
system.

American Company Issued 96,557 In- 
struments in March.

BOSTON, April 3.—The instrument out- 
put of the American Telephone and Tele- 
graph Company for the month ending 
March 20 shows a gross output of 96,557 
instruments.

output aggregated 96,300 instruments, The 
number of returned instruments was, how- 
ever, considerably in excess of the average 
monthly returns, and hence the net re- 
sults were not much byond the ordinary.

EDITORS IN CONVENTION. 


Resolutions Eulogizing the Governor 
and Legislature—Better Libel 
Law Wanted. 


The Republican editors convened in an- 
nual session at the Fifth Avenue Hotel in 
the morning. Frederick P. Hall of The 
Jamestown Journal presided, and a large 
represeritation of newspaper men from all 
parts of the State were present. Welcoming 
addresses were made by Frank Platt, L. 
Nissen, and A. B. Fletcher. 

President Hall in his opening address paid 
a tribute to President Roosevelt, and Gov. 
Odell was referred to as a “ level-headed 
business man with the courage of his con- 
victions,"" and declared the renomination 
of the Governor, if he will accept, to be u 
foregone conclusion. At this the other edl- 
tors cheered, 

Mr. Hall expressed the hope that some 
day ‘*‘ we should be able to turn our rela- 
tion to the dominant party to our own ad- 
vantage and help secure some reasonable 
amendments to the libel law, by which the 
newspapers will be relieved, in a degree, at 
least, from the annoyance and expense of a 


certain class of actions at law which are 
little better than blackmail. 

‘““We do not want to ask the protection 
removed which a just libel law affords 
against wanton or malicious attack.’’ he 
continued, “‘ but we should not at all times 
be prejudged to be guilty of malice, and 
have the way made easy for shyster law- 
yers or other adventurers to hold us up 
after the manner of a Dick Turpin.” 

Later in the session a committee was ap- 
pointed to draft an amendment to the ex- 
isting libel law. 

Some of the members argued very strenu- 
ously in favor of a tax on bill posters, on 
the plea that the extensive use of such ad- 
vertising had seriously curtailed the reve- 
nues from advertising of newspapers. A 
motion was finally passed, however, to lay 
the matter on the table. 

There was also considerable discussion on 
the subject of the Department of Printing 
pill. William A. Smyth of Orange said that a 
good friend got him the contract to print 
100,000 bills at $2 a thousand. He made his 
bill out to the State Printer, and he learned 
that the State officer was paid $8.50 per 
1.000 for the work. Charles R. Skinner, 
State Superintendent of Public Instruction, 
declared that the State ‘vas paying $10 a 
thousand for work that individuals can get 
done at $1 a thousand. A committee was 
appointed to consider the whole matter. 

Then W. A. Smyth of The Owego Times 
offered a long series of resolutions eulo- 
gizing Gov. Odell, John I. Platt said that 
the resolutions gave credit to the Governor 
for all the good work of the last Legis- 
jature. But, with an amendment to praise 
the Legislature along with the Governor, 
the resolutions were passed.

DR. E. E. HALE HONORED. 


His Eightieth Birthday Made the Occa- 
sion of a Demonstration by Bos- 
ton’s Leading Citizens. 


BOSTON, April 3,—In recognition of his 
long, busy, and fruitful life as a journalist, 


} a theologian, a philanthropist, and a man 


of letters, several thousand of Boston's 
leading citizens gathered in Symphony 
Hall to-night to honor the Rev, Dr. Edward 
Everett Hale on the occasion of his eight- 
ieth birthday. 

Nearly every sect and race in the city 
was represented. One of the features in 
connection with the celebration, but one 


which did not figure in the evening pro- 
gramme, was the presentation to Dr. Fiale 
of a purse of between $25,000 and $30,000, 
which has been raised for him, and to 
which Andrew Carnegie and J. Pierpont 
Morgan were contributors.

After preliminary exercises Major Henry 
L. Higginson introduced Senator Hoar, who 
delivered an address of greeting and con- 
gratulation.

OVER NIAGARA FALLS. 


Woman, Supposed to be Delia Tansey 
of Buffalo, Leaped from Bridge.

NIAGARA FALLS, N, Y., April 3.—This 
afternoon at 5:40 o'clock a young woman 
apparently twenty-five years old, supposed 
to be Delia Tansey of Buffalo, leaped to 
death from one of the bridges leading to 
Goat Island, on the State reservation. She 
was seen to climb up on the bridge about

Men grabbed for it with a rake, but the 
clothing was too frail to hold, and the girl 
was carried to the ice at the edge of tne 
American shore, where, when darkness set- 
tled, it remained. 

In explanation of her deed the girl left a 
note saying: “ Lived at 329 Delaware Ave- 
nue for past three, years, and I have been 
driven to do away with myself, as I rather 
do that than to lose the leve of my own 
sister. Good-bye to all. I am going over 
the Falls." 

The woman also left a second note say- 
ing: “Over the Falls. Delia Tansey.”

PRAISE FOR GEN. FUNSTON. 


Admiral Evans Says He Earned His 
Promotion by What He Did, 
Not What He Said.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., April 3.—Admiral 
Robley D. Evans was in Kansas City this 
afternoon on his way to the China station, 
where he has been assigned to a command. 
He was accompanied by his wife and 
daughter. Admiral Evans said of Gen. 
Funston: 

“You can’t throw down a man like Fun- 
ston because of what he says. He enjoys 
his position because of what he has done. 
There is no question about what Gen. Fun- 
ston has done. It was not in one battle or 
two battles. It was not in one emergency. 
He is not a General of the United States 
Army for what he said, but for what he 
did, not on one occasion or on two occa- 
sions, but in several emergencies, and that's 
what Generals are for. 

“It doesn’t matter where a man got his 
ability in war. It may be in his blood. It 
may come through rough, hard experience. 
It may be acquired at the Academy at 
Annapolis or West Point, but wherever or 
however a man got it, if he displays that 
he has the power to command, he finds 
recognition and that is Funston’s style. 
He is a fighting man, and he won his Gen- 
eral’s star. by fighting. If Generals or Ad- 
mirals were to get their honors by their 
diplomacy of speech or private conduct 
you would have to wipe out the name and 
fame of some of the greatest heroes of 
history.”’ 


THE ALLEGED DESTRUCTION 
OF AN ALASKAN MONUMENT. 


President Roosevelt Orders an Investi- 
gation— Importance of the Rus- 
’ gian Boundary Marks. 
Special to The New York Times. 


WASHINGTON, April 3.—The reported 
destruction by a Canadian surveying of- 
ficial of a monument erected by Russia to 
mark the boundary between Alaska and 
British territory has aroused President 
Roosevelt to action, and,. by hig direction, 
Secrétary Hay has ordered that a personal 
investigation be made by a commission of 
American officers. The commission is com- 
posed of Capt. Wilds P. Richardson of the 
Eighth Infantry and Lieut. George L. Em- 
mons, United States Navy, retired. 

The location of the Russian-British 
boundary monuments is of the most vital 
importance to the United States in the con- 
troversy with Great Britain, as the find- 
ing of them will determine the limits of the 
Alaskan territory bought from Russia by 
this country. 

The removal of any Russian boundary 
monuments by Canadian surveyors is a 
serious affront, which calls for explana- 
tion and redress. If the accusation to be 
investigated by the commission proves true 
it will, it is said, be proof that the Canadian 
authorities acknowledge the justice of the 
American boundary claim, and have re- 
sorted to unfair means, to put it mildly, to 
prevent the Government of this country 
from obtaining possession of territory 
rightfully belonging to it. 


TO MAKE MORE TIN PLATE. 


United States Steel Corporation Will | 


Increase Productive Capacity 


of the Plants.

PITTSBURG, Penn., April 3.—It has been 
determined by the Advisory Board of the 
United States Steel Corporation to cxpend 
a large portion of the $30,000,000 set aside 
for improvements to enlarging the product- 
ive capacity of the tin plate plants. The 
abandoned ste¢l works of the Hussey Steel 
Company at New Kensington have been 
purchased by the American Tin Plate Com- 
pany, and it is reported that some of the 
plants in the Pittsburg district are to be 
concentrated at that place. 

The company is at present operating two 
works at New Kensington—the Pittsburg 
and the Pennsylvania. These plants were 
inspected yesterday by J. R. Phiilips, Gen- 
eral Manager for the_ Pittsburg _ district, 
and Superintendents William H. Richards 
of the nnsylvania, O. H. Burgman of the 
Pittsburg, M. C. Lloydy of the Demmler,

G. C. Stone of the Star plant.

Then 
she stepped forward and asked the police- 
man's name. He, recognizing her, dropped 
the prisoner and fled. She pursued him un- 
til she lost him in the crowd which had 
gathered at a respectful distance from the 
door. The crowd she found was indignant 
over the treatment of the boy by Police- 
man Scott, and they crowded about to tell 


her that he had beaten young Silberlus in 
the street, and had pounded his head 
against an iron railing. 

She made the formal ee against 
the policeman, and at the preliminary hear- 
ing before Inspector Adam Cross found her- 
self confronted by two policemen, who con- 
tradicted her from beginning to end, while 
Scott testified then that there was no blood 
on the boy’s head. An additional charge of 
telling an untruth was made against him 
for this, for he soon contradicted himself, 
but he got out of this by saying he didn't 
understand the first question. 

_When Mrs. Lowell told her story before 
Col. Thurston, she was corroborated by 
Matron McCarthy as to what happened in 
the station house and by Abraham Aaron 
Rosenstein of 299 East Third Street and 
Isaac Rosenthal of 290 East Third Street as 
to what happened outside. The boy Silber- 
lus, however, absolutely denied that he 
had been struck by the policeman. He cried 
out, ‘‘He hit me”’ in the station house, he 
said, just because he was excited. Scott said 
he did not strike the boy, but that he fell 
and hurt himself in trying to run from him. 
Col. Thurston reserved decision. 

Superintendent Agnew accused Policeman 
Carl H. Luerssen of the Mercer Street Sta- 
tion with using bad language to Albert 
Axl, fourteen goers old, of 462 East One 
Hundred and Third Street, who had been 
arrested for breaking a window. The al- 
leged offense was committed in the so- 
ciety’s rooms fn the peneine: of George W. 
Becker, a clerk for the society, and an in- 
surance agent named Peterson, who aH 
testified. One of the printable remarks 
the policeman is charged with making to 
the boy was, “If you squeal where I 
smoke I'll knock your roof off.” 

The boy testified in this way: “All I 

know is that I didn’t hear Luerssen call 
me those names. He might have called 
them to me, but I didn’t hear them.” Axl 
admitted signing the complaint, but said 
he did not know its nature. Superintendent 
Agnew said that the boy, with his father, 
came to him voluntarily several days after 
the glleged occurrence and repeated the 
langtage. 

Policemen Kelly and Du Bois testified 
that they were off duty, and seeing the 
patrol wagon anes before the soceity’s 
room, had gone in from motives of cu- 
riosity, but had heard no threats or pro- 
fanity from Luerssen to the boy. Col. 
Seepeee reserved decision in this case 
also, 

Policeman Madden of the Eldridge Street 
Station appeared on the charge of being 
absent five days and a half without leave 
and with having married Augusta Smith. 
daughter of ‘‘ Silver Dollar "’ Smith, though 
already married. 

Mrs. Madden, said to be Madden’s first 
wife, testified to her marriage, and identi- 
fied the certificate. as did the witnesses. 
A copy of the alleged certificate of the 
second marriage was also offered in evi- 
dence. Commissioner Thurston closed the 
case and reserved decision. 


BLACKMAIL CHARGES 
IN HEALTH DEPARTMENT. 


Investigation by Justice Mayer and Dis- 
trict Attorney Jerome—Hundred | 
Poultry Dealers Questioned. 

One hundred dealers in poultry gathered 
in the corridors of the Criminal Courts 
Building before the doors of Special Ses- 
sions yesterday morning. They did not 
seem to know what they were there for, 
and stated that they had come, having 
been subpoenaed. They had their books 
and their bookkeepers with them. They 
were in angry mood, having been sum- 
moned on “ killing day.’’ Several of them 
stated that they had been forced to close 
their places of business in order to be 
present. 

Justice Mayer retired to the Law Library, 
where he held a secret examination. Sev- 
eral of the Assistant District Attorneys 
were present, among them Messrs. Miner, 
Train, and Smith. Guards were placed be- 
fore the door, and county detectives were 
on duty on the outside to keep all but the 
poultry dealers from entering. 

It developed that the investigation was 
in regard to charges that certain members 
of the Board of Health had been taking 
bribes from the members of the Greater 
New York Live Poultry Dealers’ Associa- 
tion. There was a rumor, which could not 


be confirmed, but which was not denied, 
that an Inspector of the Board of Health, 
who had served under the last administra- 
tion, had confessed that he had received 
$10 a month from each member of the asso- 
ciation, and that he had implicated a 
policeman, whom he said had received an 
additional $10 per month from each mem- 
ber. There are 200 members, so that the 
revenue amounted to $4,000 each month. 
This, according to the man who is said to 
have confessed, ‘‘ went higher up.’’ 

Samuel Werner, a poultry dealer in the 
West Washington Market, one of those 
Summoned, said that the Greater New York | 
Live Poultry Dealers’ Association, of which | 
Samuel Freck, Jr., is President, was or- 
ganized to protect the poultry butchers 
against bad debts and for no other reason. | 
Some one had informed the District Attor- | 
ney that the association was formed for 
the purpose of getting protection against 
violations of the laws as to the exposure of | 
meat. All the questioning, he stated, mad | 
been on those lines. 

Others on leaving the private hearing | 
made similar statements, and said that |

District Attorney Jerome would say noth- | 
ing about the summoning of the, poultry | 
men other than that ‘it was touchin’ on acd 
appertainin’ to blackmail in the Health 
Department.”’

“The District Attorney has laid a crimi- | 
nal information before me in a matter of 

reat importance. It is not in the pubiic 
ntererest that the subject matter of this 
information should be made public at ‘this 
time. It would be manifestly improper to 
make public the names of persons for | 
whom ultimately warrants may or may not 
be issued. 

“If any warrant shall hereafter be is 
sued, it can readily be seen how justice 
may be defeated by making known the 
subject of the proceeding now. If warrants 
should not be issued then it would be 
unjust and unfair to involve the good re- | 
pute of any person at this time.

it Will Get 100,000 Horse Power from 
Lake Superior-Huron Rapids. 

A remarkable engineering work is now 
in process of construction on the Sault 
Ste. Marie at the point where Lake Supe- 
rior empties into Lake Huron. To develop 
the 175,000 horse power caused by a 3,000 
foot fall of the rapids at that point, a 
contract has been awarded for no fewer 
than forty generators,,the impulse wheels 
to drive which are already in place. The 
building in which these machines will be 
installed is itself over a quarter of a mile 
long and three stories in height, and the 
power canal which will divert water from 
the Rapids to the wheels, has also been 
dug and finished, 210 feet wide, 20 feet 
deep, and three miles long. 

The amount of power to be developed wiil, 
it is stated, approximate 100,000 horse pow- 
er, and this will be the largest hydro- 
electric equipment under one roof in the 
world. The current will be utilized by the 
Clergue syndicate, which is backed mainly 
by Philadelphia capital, for the rolling 
mills, pulp mills, electro-chemical works, 
and other industries of the Consolidated 
Lake Superior Company, and concerns of a 
similar character. 


IMMIGRANTS ILL-TREATED. 


Complaint to be: Made to the Police 
Against Italian Boarding House 
“ Runners.” 

The committee named by the Soclety for 
the Protection of Italian Immigrants to in- 
vestigate the rumor that Italians landing 
in this city have been sold into slavery 
at Pou Pou, 8S. C., handed in its report re- 
cently, and in it some facts are brought 
to Hight as to how Italian immigrants fare 
when they fall into the hands of the board- 
ing house “ runners.”

WASHINGTON, April 3.—A_ statement

March 31, 1902, there were added to the 
system 919 National banking associations, 
with capital of $50,269,000 and bond deposit 
as security for circulation of $13,339,500. 
Included. in this number were 121 banks 
with capital of $8,595,000, representing con- 
versions of State banks; 200 with capital 
of $15,130,000, representing reorganizations 
of State or private banks liquidated for 
that purpose, and 508 banks with capital 
of $26,544,000, primary organizations.

The measure as passed by the Senate 
fers in some respects from that passed by 
the House of Representatives, It provides 
that oleomargarine and kindred :

transported, whether in original packages 
or otherwise; that any person who sells 
,oleomargarine and furnishes it for the use 
wf others, except to his own family, who 
snall mix with it any artificial coloration 
that causes it to look like butter, shall be 
held to be a manufacturer, and shall be 
subject to the tax provided by existing law; 
that upon oleomargarine colored so as to 
resemble butter a tax of 10 cents a pound 
shall be levied, but upon oleomargarine not 
colored the tax shall be one-fourth of 1 
cent per pound; that upon adulterated but- 
ter a tax of 10 cents a pound shall be 
levied: and upon all process or renovated 
butter the tax shall be one-fourth of 1 
cent per pound. The manufacturers of 
process or renovated or adulterated butter 
ighall pay an annual tax of $600, the whole- 
sale dealers shall pay a tax of $480, and the 
retail dealers a tax of $48 per annum. 

The measure provides regulations for the 
coliection of the tax. and prescribes min- 
utely how the various products to be 
prepared for market.

REVENUE CUTTER BILL PASSED. 


Final Vote in the House, 135 to 49— 
Attempt to Filibuster of No Avail. 


WASHINGTON, April 3.—The Senate bill 
to promote the efficiency of the 
cutter service passed the House to-day by a 
vote of 135 to 49. The opponents of the 
measure fought it to the last ditch. At the 
very end they attempted to filibuster, but 
were swept by the overwhelming 
majority in favor of the measure.

The preponderance of sentiment in the 
Senate, as well on the Democratic side as 
on the Republican side, favors considera- 
tion of the canal question this session of 
Congress. A good many Republican Sena- 
tors believe it would be a political blunder 
to adjourn without action; they say the 
country demands legislation that will make 
certain the building of an isthmian canal. 
On the Democratic side, threats are heard 
of compelling the Senate to remain in ses- 
sion until some sort of Canal bill is passed. 
There have been no important changes in 
the attitude of Senators toward the ques- 
tion of routes. It is said there is a large 
body of Senators who are not committed 
to either route, and that they will be guid- 
ed a good deal in forming their judgments 
by what is brought out in the debate.

Unfavorable Report on the Promotion 
of Capt. Crozier to be Chief 
of Ordnance. 

WASHINGTON, April 3.—The Senate 
Committee on Military Affairs to-day au- 
thorized favorable reports on the nomina- 
tions of Col. George L. Gillespie to be Chief 
of Engineers and Col. George B. Davis to 
be Judge Advocate General, and an un- 
favorable report on the nomination of Capt. 
William Crosier to be Chief of the Bureau 
of Ordnance, all with the rank or Brigadier 
General. 

The reason why an exception was made in 
Crozier’s case is found in the fact that he 
is charged with being interested in certain 
ordnance patents. There was also techni- 
cal objection to Capt. Crozier’s confirma- 
tion, the Senators who opposed him con- 
tending that the law impliedly, if not ex- 
plicitly, prohibits the appointment to the 
position Chief of the Ordnance Bureau 
of officer holding rank below that of 
Colonel. There was a sharp 
division in the committee, and some of the 
members held out strongly for the pro- 
priety of the nomination. 

When the Senate met in executive session 
later in the day Senator Hawley made an 
adverse report on Capt. Crozier’s nomi- 
nation. The adverse action on this nomi- 
nation carries with it like action upon the 
nomination of Lieut. J. E. Hoffer to suc- 
ceed Capt. Crozier as a Captain of Ordnance.

DANISH SALE INQUIRY 


Abner McKinley Denies Being 
Mixed Up in the Transaction. 


Only Met Capt. Christmas Once—They 
Did Not Discuss the Matter — 
Other Witnesses Heard. 


WASHINGTON, April 3.—The investiga- 
tion of charges in connection with the 
Danish West Indies negotations was re* 
sumed to-day by the House Special! Com- 
mittee having it in charge. Among those 
present when the hearing began were Ab- 
ner McKinley, Col. W. C. Brown, Carl 
Fischer Hansen, and Representative Gard- 
ner of New Jersey. 

Mr. McKinley was the first witness. He 
gave his residence as New York, his busi- 
ness that of a lawyer, and said he was a 
brother of the late President. Asked as to 
whether he knew Capt. Christmas, the wit- 
ness said he had met him once in the most 
casual way in the lobby of the Manhattan 
Hotel, New York. There was no conversa- 
tion beyond an interchange of courtesies. 
He never held any conference with him of 
any kind or character. 

** Was there any talk of the Danish West 
Indies?’"’ asked Mr. Dalzell. 

“None whatever, either remotely or 
otherwise,’’ answered the witness. 

Mr. McKinley went on to say that he had 
never mentioned the matter to the Presi- 

- / 
dent. He said he had known Mr. Hansen 
for some time, and prior to the casual 
meeting with Christmas Hansen had de- 
sired to retain him in this matter. ‘He 
told Mr. Hansen he could have nothing to 
do with it. The witness said he had never 
had any talks with the Seligmans on the 
subject or any one else except Mr. Hansen. 

Itepresentative Gardner followed, dis- 
claiming all knowledge of Christmas ex- 
cept of the most casual character. 

Col. W. C, Brown testified that he met 
Christmas casually once at the Manhattan 
Hotel in New York. He had no business 
reiations with him. He had no contract 
with Christmas or Hansen or any one in 
connection with the Danish matter. 

Mr. tiansen gave his business as an at- 

torney at New York. He said Christmas 
told him in 1899 of the movement to seli 
the Danish islands to the United States and 
or Denmark's willingness to pay liberally 
in case ot a sale. Christmas desired Han- 
sen to act as counsel. Witness called on 
Abner McKinley and asked him whether 
he would become associate counsel. Mr. 
Mchinley replied that he (Hansen) ought 
io know that he (McKinley) would not be 
retained on any negotiation in which the 
Government was concerned. 
_Later, Hansen said, he talked with Col. 
Brown and requested him to ask the Presi- 
dent whether there was any intention of 
buying the Danish islands. Col. Brown 
made the inquiry, the witness said, and 
told Mr. Hansen that the United States did 
intend to buy the islands. Mr. Hansen 
then accepied Christmas’s proposition, tell- 
ing him, however, that he desired no com- 
pensation except to be appointed attorney 
for Denmark. Later, Mr. Hansen said, he 
refused ,to stand sponsor for Christmas, 
and witness learned from Col. Brown that 
the President desired no further dealings 
with Christmas. 

Mr. Hansen yielded temporarily to allow 
Senator Lodge to say that Christmas had 
spoken to him about the Danish transfer. 
Mr. Lodge told Christmas, however, that 
there was no use of his staying here, as 
the Danish Minister wou]Jd attend to the 
negotiations. The Senator specifically de- 
nied language said to have been used by 
him. 

Resuming, Mr. Hansen told of learning 
later that Christmas had been clothed with 
authority by Denmark. Christmas wanted 
him to guarantee a contract of $50,000 to a 
Richard P. Evans, this amount to come out 
of Christmas’s expected compensation. 
Hansen indorsed the contract, the expecta- 
tion being that Evans would act as counsel 
at Washington. Later Mr. Hansen said 
Christmas wrote Evans a letter dated 
March 23 repudiating all connection with 
him. In the letter Christmas refers to Mr. 
Evans as the ringleader of a ‘*“‘ bunch of 
scamps and swindlers,"’ and claims that he 
(Christmas) had been subjected to a “ gi- 
gantic fraudulent scheme.’” He says Mr. 
Evans represented himself as a former 
United States Congressman. He charges 
that Evans said he was acting for the Ad- 
ministration in compliance with the wishes 
of President McKinley and Secretary Hay. 
He says Evans extorted money from him. 

In reply to Mr. Hitt, Hansen said he had 
never received anything from Christmas, 
but had loaned him $800 when he was hard 
up, which had not been repaid. 

Mr. Hansen said he knew nothing of a 
man named Walberg or of his connection 
with an international press association. In 
reply to a question he said this was sup- 
posed to be the basis for charges affecting 
the American press. : 

He stated that from all his knowledge of 
the subject he was positive that no Sena- 
tor or Representative ever had any per- 
sonal interest in the negotiation or was 
ever approached. 

Melville E. Stone, General 
The Associated Press, next testified. Mr. 
Stone said he had never met Christmas, 
had never seen him, and his only knowl- 
edge of the man was from the general 
gossip on the subject recently appearing. 
Mr. Dalzell asked whether Christmas ever 
had any contract with the association, Mr. 
Stone answered that there was no such 
contract, and there could not have been 
anything of the kind withcut his knowl- 
edge. 

August Reynert. a New York attorney, 
told of meeting Christmas and agreeing 
to act as counsel in the sale of the Islands. 
Mr. Reynert said he never did any work, 
and never received any pay. 

Richard P. Evans, an attorney of this 
city, testified that he first met Christmas 
through Walberg. The witness said he 
had never offered any inducement to any 
one in Congress in connection with the 
matter, There was absolutely no truth, the 
witness said, in the Christmas report stat- 
ing that he (Evans) represented Congress- 
man Gardner. 

Niels Gron made a brief supplementary 
statement, saying his sole mission was to 
place the facts before Congress and the 
public, not to make bribery charges; he

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TREATY MAY FAIL IN DENMARK. 


Official Repudiation of Capt. Christmas 
—Ministry Had No Connection 
with Him. 


COPENHAGEN, April 3.—During an all- 
day executive session to-day the Lands- 
thing (Upper House) discussed, with no re- 
sult, the treaty providing for the sale of the 
Danish West Indian Islands to the United 
States. The probabilities now are that the 
Landsthing will reject the treaty unless a 
plebescite provision is attached. 

Reports from Washington that members 
of the Landsthing furnished Congressman 
tichardson with materials for his disclos- 
ures have created intense indignation here, 
and there is talk of impeaching these mem- 
bers for revealing State secrets. 

An official note was issued to-day, for- 
mally announcing that the Ministry has 
had no connection with Capt. Christmas. 
the latter applied for an audience, but the 
Premier (Dr. Deuntzer) refused to see him. 
The Premier also refused to receive a copy 
of Christmas's report on the subject of 
the negotiations for the sale of the islands.

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CHAMBER OF COMMERCE 
HEARS CUBA’S PRESIDENT. 


Effort to Pass a Fifty Per Cent. Tariff 
Resolution Fails—T. Estrada Palma 
Sees No Relief in Present Bill. 


Nicely laid plans to have’ the Chamber 
of Commerce record itself as in favor of 
a 5O per cent. reduction of duties “upon 
Cuban goods imported into this country 
were frustrated at the meeting yesterday. 
President-elect T. Estrada Palma of Cuba 
made an address advocating a reduction of 
duties beyond that recommended by the 
House Committee, and as soon as he had 
taken his seat Francis B. Thurber intro- 
duced a reroluticn providing for the reduc- 
tion asked for. 

Francis C. Moore, President of the Con- 
tinental Insurance Company, was on his 
feet in an instant, and he moved to refer 
the resolution to the appropriate commit- 
tee. This motion was put at once and 
carried by a viva voce vote. Louis Wind- 
muller raised the point that the members 
thought they were voting on the Thurber 
resolution, so President Jesup put the mo- 
tion again. 

It was found that seventy-five members 
had voted to refer the resolution, fifty-two 
votes opposing. Mr. Palma followed the 
voting with apparently the most anxious 
attention, and was visibly disappointed 
at the failure to secure immediate con- 
sideration. A motion was then carried 
that the Chamber meet in special session 
on next Thursday to consider the resolu- 
tion. 

President-elect Palma was a guest of 
honor.at the meeting. He was introduced 
most cordially by President Jesup, and 
stated that he believed the surest avenue 


to permanently friendly relations between 
two countries was close commercial inter- 
dependence. He then continued: 

“With my conviction that the best and 
surest way to attach one country to an- 
other consists in building up and strength- 
ening the trade reiations through recipro 
cal exchange of products and the develop- 
ment of other interests in the same line, I 
who entertain for Cuba, my native coun- 
try, the greatest love, and feel at the 
same time deep gratitude to the United 
States, where, for eighteen years, I have 
met with the most kind, generous and 
cordial hospitality, am anxious to see both 
countries closely connected and _ firmly 
united by a reciprocal commercial treaty, 
drawn on the most favorable terms, a 
treaty to the end that Cuba become the 
largest market in America for the products 
of the United States, and that this coun- 
try raise the bar now placed against the 
Cuban products, especially sugar and tc- 
bacco, which are the principal staples of 
the island, and constitute the only basis 
we have to start on in unfolding other 
industries. 

“TIT, therefore, avail myself of this op- 
portunity to enlist your help, your earnest 
support, in order to obtain from the Con- 
gress of the United States—the House and 
the Senate—a substantial reduction of the 
duties on sugar and tobacco, a reduction 
larger than that recommended by the Com- 
mittee of Ways and Means in the House, 
which will in no way afford any relief to 
the present distress of the Cuban pro- 
ducers.” 

The other guest of honor at the session 
was Alfred Mosely, C. M. G., accredited 
by the London Chamber of Commerce, 
and who solicited the assistance of the 
Chamber and its members in mapping out 
a programme for the work of the two com- 
missions he expects to bring to this coun- 
try next Fall to study American educa- 
tional methods and the conditions of Amer- 
ican labor. 

The Committee on Taxation submitted a 
report condemning the bill now awaiting 
the Mayor's approval providing for sum- 
mary process of collecting personal taxes. 
Regret was expressed at the failure of the 
Mortgage Tax bill to pass the Senate. 

Resolutions of sorrow at the death of 
Frederick D. Tappen were passed.

CUBAN RECIPROCITY FIGHT. 


Mr. Oxnard Still Trying to Defeat the 
Proposed Legislation for the 
Island’s Relief.

WASHINGTON, April 3.—It would be a 
mistake to assume that the fight for Cuba 
has been won and that Congress surely 
will send a relief measure to the President 
for his approval. Mr. Oxnard is still fight- 
ing the Administration. He was as busy 
a bee to-day at the Capitol, running 
from House to Senate and back again, con- 
ferring with the faithful, and the doubtful 
Representatives and Senators, everywhere 
protesting against assault upon the beet 
sugar infant industry. 

It is Mr. Oxnard's purpose to stay here 
until the question of relief for Cuba is set- 


tled, and as long as he stays to protest, 
beseech and threaten members of Congress 
in support of the proposition that the Pres- 
ident is not the man for good Republicans 
to follow in this Cuban controversy. Re- 
publicans who want the best leadership 
are advised by Mr. Oxnard to consult a 
man who knows what he is talking about. 
It is quite evident Mr. Oxnard alludes to 
himselt; he couldn't make the allusion any 
plainer if he should openly name himself 
as the person who knows more about the 
Cuban question than the President. At 
the same time Mr. Oxnard continues to 
talk of himself and his associates ag 
patriotie Americans and stalwart Repub- 
licans, and charaterizes as free trade Dem- 
ocrats those who decline to say ‘“ Great 
is the American beet, and Oxnard is its 
prophet.”’ 

Nobody knows how much Oxnard is ac- 
complishing in his persistent tight against 
the President. The President undoubtedly 
has **downed”"’ him in the House, but he 
hopes to ‘‘down”™ the President in the 
Senate. That is what he is endeavoring to 
do. It seems almost impossible that he 
will succeed, but it is a fact there is a 
sizable body of Republican Senators who 
worship the American beet and another 
sizable body of Democratic Senators who 
are of the same persuasion. 

The President continues his tactful treat- 
ment of the situation. If he gets the meas- 
ure he has esked Congress to giveshim 
everybody admits he will have won a most 
extraordinary victory. 


MINORITY REPORT ON CUBA.

Representative McClellan Declares the 
Payne Bill Does Not Give the 
Relief the Island Needs. 


WASHINGTON, April 3.—The first of the 
minority reports on the Cuban Reciprocity 
bill was filed to-day by Representative 
McClellan of New York, @ member of the 
Ways and Means Committee, who argues 
that the bill gives Cuba much less in the 
way of relief than she is justly entitled to. 
He cites the Teller resolution and the 
Platt amendment as establishing our assur- 
ances to Cuba and the world. Mr. McClel- 
lan then says: 

“It has imposed upon us an obligation of 
our own assumption—the obligation to pre- 
serve Cuban independence, and a govern- 
ment adequate for the protection of life, 
property, and individual liberty. We are 
bound in honor as a Nation to see to it 
that economic conditions in Cuba are such 
that an ‘adequate government’ can be 
maintained. The United States is about to 
fulfill part of its pledge contained in_ the 
Teller resolution. The pacification of Cuba 
having been accomplished, the government 
and control of the island is to be left to 
its people, subject, however, to the Platt 
amendment. Because of that amendment 
we must make it possible for the people of 
Cuba to govern their island successfully.” 

Mr. McClellan sums up his position as 
follows: : 

‘* First, the bill does not afford sufficient 
relief to Cuba, but it minimizes the loss of 
the present crop of sugar; second, it ix pos- 
sible, but not certain, that a 20 per cent. re- 
duction of the Cuban tariff will result in giv- 
ing us a monopoly of the Cuban market; 
third, the bill is an enunciation of the 
Democratic doctrine of reciprocity, tt is a 
breach in the wall of protection, and lowers 
in part the preposterous Dingley rates. 

“If If am afforded the opportunity when 
the bill comes before the Committee o? the 
Whole, I shall try to amend it by increas- 
ing the rate of reduction so as to make 
certain, not only the eontrol of the Cuban 
market by us, but also the prosperity of 
Cuba. I shall also try to amend by strik- 
ing out the time limit.

MUST REFUND CUSTOMS DUTIES. 


Interest Thereon Included in Judgment 
for American Sugar Company. 
Judge Lacombe yesterday handed dewn a 
decision awarding the American Sugar Re- 
fining Company a judgment against Col- 
lector Bidwell for $61,608.21, with interest 
from Oct. 27, 1800. This sum was paid on 
that date for duties on raw sugar from the 
new insuler possessions, and under the 
recent, decision of the United States Su- 
preme Court, the exaction of the duty was 

illegal. 

This is one of over a dozen actions com- 
menced by the American Sugar Refining 
Company to recover duties paid to the 
Government on raw sugars imported from 
the Philbppines. Judgment has been ren- 
dered by default in probably five-sixths of 
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value as &

of them, and upon which judgment has 
been allowed and paid, reached in the 
hundreds of thousands of dollars.

Interesting Disclosure Was Reduction 
Which Measure Would Make .in 
State Tax of Brooklyn 
Rapid Transit. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, April 3.—The corporations did 
not evince any great interest in,the hear- 
ing on the Krum Corporation bill before 
the Governor to-day.’ Only three persons 
Were present to be heard on the bill. These 
were Lawson W.. Purdy, Secretary of the 
New York Tax Reform Association, and 
Frank White, a corporation lawyer, both 
of whom spoke in opposition to the bill, 
and J. H. Merrill of the State Controller's 
office, who spoke in its favor. 

Mr. Merrill said that the class of corpora- 
tions affected by the Krum bill had last 
year \contributed to the State Treasury 
$463,000. Under the provisions of the Krum 
bill they would have to pay about $1,000,000 
a year. An interesting feature of the hear- 
ing was the colloquies which Gov. Odell 
bad with both Mr. Purdy and Mr. White | 
on the subject of the reduction which the 
Krum bill would make in the tax paid the 
State by the Brooklyn Rapid Transit Com- 
pany, the Metropolitan Securities Com- 
pany, and other business corporations. 

Mr. White made the assertion that under 
the Krum bill the Brooklyn Rapid Transit 
Company, which last year paid into the 
State Treasury $52,000, in the event of the 
Krum bill becoming a law would escape 
with an annual tax of $5,900, a reduction 
of $45,000. Gov. Odell appealed to Mr. Mer- 
rill, who reputed to have.drawn the 
bill, to learn if Mr. White’s statement was 
true. 

* The exact amount which the Brooklyn 
Rapid Transit Company’s tax would be ~e- 
duced under this bill,”’ said-Mr, Merrill, 
** would be $27,500.”’ ? 

“If the stock of the Brooklyn Rapid 
Transit Company were held by private in- 
dividuals,”’ said Gov. Odell, addressing Mr. 
White, “it would not be subject to taxa- 
tion, and what fairness is there in the 
proposition that the State take money from 
a corporation as a tax on stock, when the 

. not be collected if the stock were 
distributed among individuals?” ; 

Mr. White said he thought it was fair. 
If the Brooklyn Rapid Transit Company 
lid not wish to pay tax upon its stock in a 
securities company, he said, Jet it turn over 
its holdings tc the Brooklyn Heights Rail- 
road Company, and then pay upon its éarn- 
ings. It ought not to be allowed to escape 
with such a small tax. Mr. White cited 
other instances of corporations which 
would have their tax reduced by the opera- 
tion of the Krum bill. The Metropolitan 
Securities Company, incorporated recently 
with a capitalization of $30,000,000, under 
the existing tax law would be subject to 
a tax of $45,000 a year. 


ELECTIRC COMPANY'S REDUCTION. 


Under the Krum bill its tax would be 
only $5,250, a reduction of nearly $40,000. 
The Western Electric Company, an Illinois 
corporation carrying on business in the 
State of New York, which last year paid 
State taxes to the amount of $10,520, un- 
der the Krum bill would have its tax 
reduced to $4,100. The H. B. Claflin Com- 
pany, which been paying tax of 
$7,700, would its tax reduced under 
the Krum bill $4,300. Continuing, Mr. 
AWhite said: 

“In regard tv the having 
an issued and outstanding capital stock of | 
less. than $3,000,000, the bill changes very 
materially the method of taxation. It seeks 
to impose upon corporations of less than 
$3,000,000 capital stock, a tax based upon 
@ross assets. This is a wide departure from 
the existing system of taxation. The pres- 
ent taxation of domestic corporations is 
upon net In accordance with this 
just rule of taxation when the dividends 
are small, or when no dividends are paid, 
the amount of capital of the company em- 
ployed within the State is ascertained, and 
from the amount so ascertained the iIn- 
debtedness of the corporation is deducted. 
The proposed law contemplates the aban- 
denment of this just method of taxing the 
unprofitabie and debt-burdened corpoga- 
tions. It seeks to strike out one of the 
fairest and most equitable rules of taxa- 
tion that has ever found a place on the 
statutes of this cr any other State. In lieu 
of a tax upon the net assets, this bill taxes 
the gross assets of every domestic cor- 
poration having an outstanding capital 
stock of less than $3,000,000. There is not 
in the State of New York a debt-burdened 
corporation paying a small dividend or no 
dividend whatever but that will be sub- 
jected to an increased annual tax if this | 
bill becomes a law.”’ 

An abstract of memorandum of objections 
to the Krum bill is as follows: 

“With a few exceptions all business cor- | 
porations operating exclusively in the State } 
of New York will be required to pay an 
annual tax graded as follows: One mill 
on each dollar of issued and outstanding 
capital stock up to $38,000,000, one-half: a 
mill on each dollar of capital stock in ex- 
cess of $3,000,000 up to $5,000,000, and $50 
per $1.000,000 of capital stock in excess of 
$5.000,000. 

“In addition to this graded’ capital stock 
tax an income tax is imposed on all cor- 
porations which have a smaller capital 
stock than $3,000,000. This income tax is 
at the rate of 2% per cent.. and is imposed 
on all dividends in excess of 4 per cent. 
The income tax is not imposed on corpera- 
tions with a capital stock of, $3,000,000 or 
more. 

“A corporation is a ‘ person,’ and is en- 
titled to the equal protection of the laws } 
guaranteed by the Fourteenth Amendment 
to the Federal Constitution. It has been 
held that ‘ the State shall impose’ no greater 
burden upon any one than upon others 
in the community under like circumstances, 
nor deprive any one of the rights which 
others similarly situated enjoy. It for- 
bids the State to lay its hand more heav- 
ily upon one man than another under like 
conditions.’ 


INCOME TAX IMPOSITION. 


“The imposition of an income tax upon 
corporations which have a smaller cap- 
ita] than $3,000,000, and the exemption from 
the income tax of corporations having $3,- 
000,000 capital or more, is such a discrim- 
ination as to deprive corporations subject 
to. the income tax of the equal protection 
of the laws. 

“A corporation with a capital of $2,500,- 
000 paying 10 per cent. dividends will pay 
an income tax of $3,75 A corporation with

ness and paying the same dividend rate, 
and in all respects similarly situated, would 


pay no income tax, and the graded tax 


would be at the same rate as upon the first 
corporation. A corporation with $50,000,000 
capital paying the same dividend trate 
would only pay taxes of the same amount 
as the tax imposed upon the corporation 
with a capital of $2,500,000. This is a 
discrimination so vast that it is hardly 
conceivable that the Sup:eme Court of 
the United States would declare that the 
smaller corporation was receiving the equal 
protection of the laws. 

“The graded capital stock tax is the 
same as that in New Jersey, but the Su- 
preme Court has never been asked to pass 
upon the New Jersey law, and it might not 
uphold even that. This bill contains the 
discrimination of the New Jersey law, but 
with a very much greater discrimination | 
because of the imposition of the income tax 
on all corporations having a smaller capi- 
tal than $3,000,000, 

“The Krum bill 
large corporations, 


decreases the tax on

small corporations paying no dividends. 
There are a number of large corporations 
whose taxes will be considerably reduced, 
in some cases very much reduced; on the 
other hand, there are corporations paying 
no dividends whose taxes will be increased 
to three, four, or five times as much as 
they are now, and in some cases still more. 

“The graded capital stock tax is im- 
posed on corporations having a capital of 
$3,000,000 or more on their entire issued 
capital without regard to the location of 
the assets, whereas such tax is imposed 
on corporations having a capital stock of 
less than $3,000,000 only on the proportion 
of their capital employed in this State. 
This produces discrimination against cor- 
porations having a capital of $3,000,000 or 
more, which are so severe that they seem 
like confiscations of property instead of 
taxation. A corporation wifA.a capital only 
$100 less than $3,000,000, which has 
most of its peoperty outside the State, 
would pay a trif ing sums while the com- 
Dany with _ $3,000, capital would. pay 


acting as their agent. The tay doubtless 
could not be collected, but the corporations 


are denied the right to maintain an action 
in. the courts of this State. 

“A yvear ago an act was passed exempt- 
ing manufacturing corporations upon their 
capital employed in manufacturing if 40 

er cent. of their capital is so employed 

n this State. This bill changes the basis 
for determining whether 40 per cent. of the 


‘capital of the corporation is employed here 


by excluding from consideration as as- 
sets patents, trade marks, copyrights, and 
ge0d will. Many manufacturing corpora- 
tions will be subject to taxation which 
are now exempt. 

“The imposition of the tax on the en- 
tire capital of foreign corporations when 
their capital equals or exceeds $3,000,000 
is contrary to inter-state comity, and will 
lead to retaliation. 

“The Empire State cannot afford to set 
such an example. Many corporations do 
business here that do business in_ ten, 
twenty, or more States. If all these States 
should adopt a similar law, business by cor- 
porations would be very seriously restrict- 
ed, if not rendered impossible. A tax of 
1 mill imposed by twenty States would 
amount to 2 per cent., and corporations 
covld. not exist under such conditions. 

‘New Jersey already has a retaliatory 
law, though it has never been enforced. 
Retaliatory laws affecting insurance com- 
panies were enacted rapidly by State after 
State when the example was set. We may 
confidently expect the same result from 
this bill if it should become a law. 

“Retaliatory legislation by other States 
would make this State a very_ unsatisfac- 
tory home for corporations. It has been 
stated that this bill was framed to induce 
large corporations to incorporate in this 
State. In view of the certainty of retalia- 
tory legislation this purpose is likely to 
be defeated. 

‘“‘This bill was passed to increase the 
revenue. There is no evidence that it will 
accomplish its object. 

“Instances have been pointed out of 
large cornorations whose taxes will be re- 
duced. The principal classes which will 
suffer an increase are smal] non-dividend- 
paying corporations, and very large foreign 
corporations which have only a small part 
of their capital in this State. The number 
of large corporations is not great, and 
some of them are likely to leave the State.” 


THE GOVERNOR SIGNS BILLS. 


Anarchy Bill and Measures Relating to 
Divorce and Amending the Tene- 


ment Law Among Them. 
ALBANY, April 3.—Gov. Odell to-day 
signed the bill designed to stamp out an- 
archy in this State. It imposes a penalty 
of not more than ten years’ imprisonment 
or more than $5,000 fine, or both, on per- 
sons who advocate anarchistic doctrines by 


speech, writing, or otherwise. It also makes 
it a misdemeanor, punishable by a fine of 
not more than $2,000 or imprisonment of 
not more than two years, or both, upon 
editors or publishers who permit the pub- 
lication of books, newspapers, or serials ad- 
vocating anarchy. and upon owners, agents, 
or occupants who harbor avowed Anar- 
chists. 

The Governor also signed the bill of Sen- 
ator Elsberg, which provides that no de- 
cree of divorce shall become final until 
three months after the date of the filing 
of the original judgment, and the bill of 
Assemblyman Kelsey, amending the tene- 
ment house law for cities of the first 
class.

THE SAVINGS BANKS BILL 


Plain Language at the Hearing 
Before Gov. Odell. 


Banker J. H. Rhoades Declares It Would 
"Promote Fraud—Mr. Greene De- 


fends His Measure. 


Special to The New York Times. 


ALBANY, April 3.—Some plain language 
Was used to-day at the hearing before Gov. 
Odell on the Greene bill to authorize the 
savings banks of the State to invest in the 
municipal bonds of Los Angeles. There 
was a delegation of bankers on hand to op- 
pose the bill, John Harsen Rhoades, An- 
drew D. Mills, and Simon Rosendale acting 
as the spokesmen for the delegation. The 
signing of the bill was advocated by Sena- 
tor Greene, the author of the measure, and 
Mr. Leach of the firm of Farson, Leach & 
Co., bond brokers, of New York City. 

‘This bill,” said Mr. Rhoades, “ had its 
inception in selfishness, and in my judg- 
ment would serve to promote fraud.” 

‘*Let the gentleman be more specific,” 
said Senator Greene hotly. 

“I will be,” responded Mr. Rhoades. 
‘** Before this bill was introduced Mr. Leach 
came to my office and asked me to give my 
support to the proposed legislation. I 
asked him how much of the Los Angeles 
bonds he held. He said $2,000,000 worth. 
I asked him at what price the bonds were 
selling. He told me. I asked him if we 
could get all the bonds we wanted at that 
figure in case the proposed bill became a 
law. ‘ Why, certainly not,’ he said. ‘ You 
know better than that.’ I then said to him: 

***So the purpose of this bill is to allow 
you to dispose of your holdings at a higher 
figure than they will now command, and 
put the profit in your pocket?’ ‘ That is 
about the size of it?’ he said. I told him 
I would have nothing to do with his bill. 
Of course I knew what his scheme was 


from the first. I said what I did merely to 
draw him out. Such suggestions come to 
me every day. If your Excellency knew 
the number of propositions of that kind we 
have to fight to protect the money of the 
working people on deposit with us you 
would be astounded.

Lackawanna’s Ferry Dispute. 


Officials of the Lackawanna Railroad yes- 
terday declined to say what their plans re- 
garding a new ferry service to Hoboken 
were. It is understood, however, that the 
relations between the railroad and the 
ferry company have been strained for some 
time, and the notice of withdrawal was 
only given when the ferry company re- 
fused to make certain improvements in 
service and equipment.

In effect, the 
act provides that any railroad having a 
terminal or operating a line in any part of 
the city may submit plans for such use as 
it pleases of any streets, parks, docks, or 
other public property, and if the city dis 


approves, may then, under authority of the | 


State Railroad Commission take by 
demnation what it wants of public 
erty here. 

‘Under such a law it can take in per- 
petuity streets, parks, and docks. Further- 
more, it is expressly provided that if called 
for by the railroad plans the city govern- 
ment must open new streets and otherwise 
rearrange the city to suit the railroad. Not 
merely is the franchise to be thus taken 
not limited in time, but the compensation 
is now to be fixed without the consent of 
the city once for all, that is, not subject to 
readjustment at intervals, as provided by 
the Pennsylvania Railroad bill. 

‘*Furthermore, after all the care taken 
in protecting the city in the Pennsylvania 
Tunnel bill these precautions are all omit- 
ted here, and that bill is practically re- 
pealed. So that the Pennsylvania Railroad, 
which is’ perfectly satisfied to treat with 
the city under the safeguards of that bill, 
can disregard it and take advantage of this 
one over the heads of city authorities and 
Rapid Transit Commission: 

“In short, the Bedell bill nullifies and 
violates every pledge of home rule, makes 
a farce of our charter, and puts New York 
City in the sole power of the railroads and 
the State Railroad Commission. 

‘The provision for review by the Su- 
preme Court is farcical and misleading, 
providing as it does for certiorari without 
giving other power. The court could only 
decide whether the act had been complied 
with. I cannot conceive why the city's 
legal representative at Albany did not 
promptly warn the Mayor, and I do not for 
a moment believe but that had Mayor Low 
been informed he would Wave promptly and 
vigorously protested. 

“The bill is worse than the New Jersey 
Bridge Terminal bill of last year. That 
Gov. Odell should be suspected of any dis- 
position to sign it is an imputation at once 
upon his integrity and appreciation of the 
indignation that would be stirred by the 
success of such an attempt by this railroad 
after having so long and of late so sorely 
tried the patience of our citizens. 

‘It is inconceivable that he should sign 
it. except on the assumption that the head- 
quarters of the railroad lobby are at the 
Governor's office. which I am not yet pre- 
pared to believe.”’

WALL STREET REALTY SALE. 


Property at No. 50 Bought for $1,000,000, 
or $180 Per Square Foot. 


The New York Life Insurance and Trust 
Company, which owns the building at 52 
Wall Street, has bought the adjoining prop- 
erty, No. 50, from the Royal Insurance 
Company for about $1,000,000. The latter 
structure covers a plot 47.7 by 118.8 feet, 
and with it, the New York Life Insurance 
Company now controls a frontage of 103.1 
feet and a depth of 193.3 feet, extending 
through to Pine Street, where it has a 
frontage of 52) feet.

tice Blanchard, after stating that the dock- 
eting of a judgment is for the purpose of 
giving notice of the lien to third partics 
dealing with the land of the judgment 
debtor, reviews the sections of the Code of 
Civil Procedure applicable to the service 
of a summons against a person whose name 
is unknown. One authorizes the 
designation of a defendant by a fictitious 
name where the plaintiff is ignorant of the 
true name, and provides that a person so 
named must be regarded as the defend- 
ant, and when the true name or part un- 
known becomes known, the Justice must 
amend the proceedings by inserting the true 
name. All subsequent proceedings must 
be taken under the name _ so _ inserted. 
“This provision of the Code,’ says Justice 
Blanchard, “ clearly requires that the true 
name of the defendant shall be ascertained 
and inserted in the proceedings by amend- 
ment during the pendency of the action; 
that is, at or before the time of the entry 
of the final judgment. The amendment 
must be made by the Justice before whom 
the action is pending, and this provision of 
the statute clearly cannot be construed so 
to give the Justice the right to make 
such an amendment after judgment has 
been entered, for the entry of the judgmeut 
is the final_step in_ the action, and com- 
pletes it.’’ Justice Blanchard also calls at- 
tention to the fact that other sections of 
the Code require the County Clerk to enter 
“the name at length of the judgment 
debtor.”’ ‘‘ There is no provision,”’ he says, 
in conclusion, ‘‘ made for docketing a judg- 
ment against a party by a fictitious name. 
It is not ‘a proceeding in the action,” and, 
while the clerk is doubtless obliged to en- 
ter the name of the judgment debtor as he 
finds it in the judgment roll or transcript 
thereof furnished to him, yet it is the duty 
of those in whose favor the judgment is 
rendered, and who are seeking to secure 
the lien created by the docket. to see that 
all the preliminary requirements of the law 
have been complied with so that the judz- 
ment may state the full name of the de- 
fendant."’

The 
title was found to be in her name, and a 
note and mortgage were forwarded to A. W. 
Hudson at Fort Worth for execution. Sub- 
sequently the First National Bank of Den- 
ver received a letter signed A. W. Hudson, 
and with it was the note and mortgage. 
The letter instructed the bank to deliver 
the note and mortgage to Mrs. Bosworth, 
get the loan, and remit it to the signer at 
Fort Worth. The bank, on getting the mon- 
ey from Mrs. Bosworth, drew its draft on 
the American Exchange National Bank and 
forwarded it to Hudson. There was, and 


had been for quite a time, a man at the 
fort named A. W. Hudson. He received the 
draft, and on being identified by a resident 
lawyer the First National Bank of Fort 
Worth discounted the.draft for him. It 
turned out, however, that the whole trans- 
action was a clever swindle, that neither 
the real owner of the property, Mrs. Hud- 
son, nor her husBand, ever executed the 
mortgage. Stopping payment of the draft 
was of course toodate save the Fort 
Worth bank. A judgment in its favor in a 
suit against the American Exchange Na- 
tional Bank has been affirmed by the Court 
of Appeals, Judge Cullen, for the court, 
holds that the Denver bank acted as the 
agent for Hudson, and he was the principal, 
and it made no difference that the transac- 
tion was fraudulent. The bank did not act 
in any’ way as agent for Mrs. Bosworth. It 
received the money from her, Judge Cullen 
continues, ‘‘ solely in pursuance of the di- 
rections sent by A. W. Hudson of Fort 
Worth, and as it received the money in pur- 
suance of such instructions it must be held 
that it also transmitted the money under 
the instructions of the same person. The 
fact that its eee obtained the money 
by fraud of which it was ignorant none the 
less rendered the bank his agent in receiv- 
ing the money. It had no authority from 
Hudson to collect the 
money, nor had it any dealings with him

HRS, HAINES “AGQUITTED MAYOR LOW’S MANY VETOES. 


Jury Was Directed to Disregard 
the. Poison Testimony. 


In His Charge Judge Garrison Advised 
a Verdict of Mansiaughter—Agree- 
ment Reached in Short Time. 


MOUNT HOLLY, N. J., April 3.—Mrs. 
Mabel Fenton Haines, who has been on 
trial here for the last nine days, charged 
with killing her two-year-old stepdaughter, 
Gwendolin, was acquitted to-day by the 
jury, which was out only an hour and a 
quarter. Mrs. Haines did not move when 
she realized that she had been freed of the 
charge. After receiving the congratula- 
tions of her family and her friends Mrs. 
Haines, accompanied by her husband and 
her two infant children, left the court- 
room and went to their home at Delanco. 
In an interview after the trial Mrs. Haines 
said that she would take a long rest and 
that she may go abroad, 

In his charge to the jury Judge Garrison 
said: , 

“There has been a great deal of testi- 
mony of experts, and the entire purpose of 
this has been to prove that the defendant 
caused Gwendolin’s death by arsenic. In 
order to prove this these facts must be es- 
tablished. That arsenic was found has 
been clearly shown. That it could not be 
administered after death has not been as 
intelligently proven. The undertaker con- 
tradicted himself. The whole of this un- 
dertaker's testimony is free from any clear- 
ness; so, in my opinion, this has not been 
proven. 

*You will observe that the entire tes- 
timony regarding arsenic rests upon the 
testimony of the undertaker, and, as I said, 
this testimony is of no value. No court 
would allow a verdict of murder in the first 
degree to rest upon uncorroborative tes- 
timony like this. 

“There is so much doubt about this evi- 
dence that as a result I do now charge you 
not to consider the theory of arsenical 
poisoning in any way. You must drop it 
and not allow yourself to let it enter into 
your deliberations.”’ 

After defining murder in the first and 
second degrees the Judge concluded his 
charge by saying: 

“In applying manslaughter to this case 
it would be so if a person having charge of 
a child should inflict upon the child undue 
or excessive discipline. the discipline 
was an intentional wrongdoing it is for you 
to say also. Then it is menslaughter. 

‘*T state to you that marslaughter is ap- 
plicable in this case, and this should be 
your verdict.” 

Mrs. Haines thanked the jurors for their 
kindness, and her counsel also thanked 
them. Mrs. Haines’s husband kissed her, 
and they left the courtroom with his arm 
about her waist. 

Commenting upon his victory, 
Budd said: 

“It is as I expected. No other verdict 
could possibly be reached under the evi- 
dence, and from the first I was sanguine of 
victory.” 

The Haines family left this afternoon for 
Bridgeborough, where they will stay for a 
day or two, They will then move away 
from this part of the State, and probably 
out of it entirely. They will move to some 
place where they are not known. The 
prison-born baby will be named in a few 
days. 


HUSBAND KILLS WIFE. 


Belief that C. H. Worthen Committed 
Murder and Suicide—Man Was a 
Promoter and High Mason. 


Charles H. Worthen, a promoter of inven- 
tions, and his wife were found dead in their 
bedroom in Miss Dorothy Fothergill’s board- 
ing house, at 49 West Ninety-fourth Street, 
yesterday afternoon under conditions that 
pointed to the presumption that the hus- 
band killed his wife and then committed 
suicide. 

A house maid sent to call the coupk to 
breakfast failed to arouse them, after 
which no effort was made to arouse them 
until nearly noon. Later, efforts to call 


them to luncheon having failed, Miss Foth- 
ergill became alarmed. The door from the 
hall to the front room on the first floor oc- 
cupied by the Worthens was locked, but 
Miss Fothergill sent for a locksmith, who 
opened the door by picking the lock. 

The occupants were found dead, Mrs. 
Worthen lying on a lounge with a bullet 
wound on the left side of her head just in 
front of the ear and her throat cut, and the 
husband reclining on a folding bed in the 
other end of the room with two knife 
wounds, one almost decapitating him and 
the other nearly midway between the thigh 
and the knee of his right leg. Worthen 
still clutched in his left hand a revolver, 
while a razor had slipped from his right 
hand to the floor. 

Mrs. Worthen reclined on the lounge with 
a light cover thrown over her. From her 
attitude the police assumed that her hus- 
band first shot her, probably while she was 
asleep, and failing to kill her instantly had 
recourse to a razor. 

There had been no outcry from either, 
and as far as the police were able to learn 
none of the occupants of the house had 
heard the single pistol shot fired or any 
sound that would suggest a struggle. 

Miss Fothergill and her employes could 
throw no light on the case, as all that any 
of them knew was that the Worthens had 
dined together at home the night previous, 
and a short time later had retired for the 
night. The idea accepted by the police is 
that Worthen, while temporarily insane 
through the use of drugs and because of 
financial troubles, killed his wife and then 
destroyed himself. 

Worthen, a man about fifty-five years of 
age, had been crippled by the loss of his 
left leg just below the hip joint in a rail- 
road accident about twenty years ago, and 
wore in its place an artificial limb. At his 
place of business, 10 Barclay Street, where 
he rented desk room on the ground floor 
from Joseph Meeks, it was said that he 
had complained frequently that he suffered 
from the effects of the amputation and that 
he soon must submit to another operation. 

Evidence of financial .trouble was found 
by Coroner Scholer in the voluminous cor- 
respondence of Worthen, and in the testi- 
mony of his landlady and creditors about 
the neighborhood. A matters which is sup- 
posed to have had an influence on his ac- 
tion was that a bank check for $150, drawn 
in favor of Miss Fothergill, in part pay- 
ment of a bill of $450 for board, had been 
returned from the bank the day before as 
worthless. Miss fFothergill also held 
Worthen’s note for $200. 


GOELET ESTATE JUDGMENT. 


Property Left in Trust for Beatrice 
Goelet Now Goes to Her Brother. 

A judgment was entered in the Supreme 
Court yesterday providing for the disposi- 
tion of the real and personal property of 
the estate of the late Robert Goelet, be- 
cause of the death of Beatrice Goelet, his 
fifteen-year-old daughter, in February last. 
The judgment was entered upon the re- 
port of Henry E. Howland, who acted as 
referee in a suit brought by Mrs. Harriet 
Goelet and George G. De Witt, as executors 
of the estate, to have their accounts con- 
sidered. Beatrice Goelet died while the 
suit was pending. The only other child is 
Robert Walton Goelet, who attained his 
majority a short time ago. 

According to the referee’s report, the ex- 
ecutors received $12,866,414.60 in personal 
property, two-thirds of which is in this 
State and the remainder in Newport. Be- 
sides the real property left in trust for 
Beatrice, the executors set aside $5,374,- 
691.92 in personal property. The judgment 
entered yesterday declares the trust prop- 
erty left to Beatrice to belong now to her 
brother, Robert Walton Goelet. Under the 
judgment, Mrs. Goelet and Mr. De Witt, 
the trustees and executors of the estate, 
will receive $235,000 each as their commis- 
sions for the services they have rendered 
thus far.

Additional Municipal Court Judges Bill 
One of the Measures Disapproved. 
The Mayor yesterday approved what is 

known as the ‘“ sweep bill,” which put in 

the exclusive control of the Board of Esti- 
mate the power to fix the salaries of city 
officials. He also approved the bill by 
which the office of Superintendent of Small 
Parks was abolished, and giving to the New 


York Zoological Society the control of the 
Aquarium in Battery Park. 

Mayor Low’s most important veto mes- 
sage was of the bill to provide five addi- 
tional Municipal Court Justices. The May- 
or's objections to the bill were set forth in 
part as follows: 


In one or two Municipal Court Districts the 
boundaries have remained unchanged for many 
years, while the population has undergone 
manifold increase. The division of these, with 
additional Court Houses, clerks, &c., as well as 
Judges, is perhaps a needed measure; but this 
bill fails to accomplish the purpose. It seeks to 
provide for five additional Justices, but without 
court rooms or other machinery; to be assigned 
to duty in the existing District Courts by the 
Board of Justices, That is, their functions would 
be merely to occupy the place of such of the 
present staff as might for any reason absent 
themselves from duty, and the judicial force 
actually engaged in disposing of court business 
would not be augmented. Since the Justices in 
the less crowded districts are generally avail- 
able in cases of temporary inability to serve, 
and the Board of Justices already has power to 
designate where the Justice shall sit, it seems 
unnecessary to increase the number for that 
object alone. 

A further objection to the measure lies in the 
great expense to which it would expose the 
city, with no practical result other than to pro- 
vide substitutes for the present Justices,

GETS HIS BRIDE IN GOURT| 


Mrs. Galeano’s Mother Makes a 
Scene Before Yielding. 


After Her Secret Marriage Became 
Known Young Galeano’s Wife Was 


Locked in a Room. 


There was a lively domestic tilt in two 
of the parts of the Supreme Court yester- 
day growing out of the secret marriage of 
Emma Drew to John Galeano, both of 191 
First Avenue, in the course of which the 
mother of the young woman said many 
hard things about her son-in-law, and ac- 
cused her daughter in expressive language 
of unfilial conduct. 

The first act of this little court drama 
took place in Justice Greenbaum’s court 
room, when Lawyer John Palmieri, on be- 
half of Mr. Galeano, applied to the court 
for an order directing Mrs. Katherine 
Drew to permit her daughter, Emma, to 
return to her husband. Galeano is twenty 
years old, and Mrs. Galeano is seventeen. 
They live in the same apartment house, 
and on Feb, 3 last she eloped and went to 
the Rev. Francis Schneider, who married 
them. After a honeymoon which extended 
over only a few hours, and consisted of an 
excursion to the Aquarium and Central 
Park, they returned to their parents, say- 
ing nothing about their marriage. 

About five weeks after the marriage Mr. 
Galeano broke the news gently to his 
mother-in-law. According to the stories 
told in court yesterday the announcement 
created something in the nature of a vio- 
lent storm in the Drew apartment, and be- 
fore the last gust of the maternal wrath 
had subsided the bride was locked up in a 
room under double bolts, and the young 
husband was in full retreat from the storm 
centre, Since that time, Galeano alleges, 
his bride has been kept in close confine- 
ment. 

After Lawyer Palmieri had stated his 
side of the domestic tangle Justice Green- 
baum said that, as the girl was under age, 
if she did not care to live with ner hus- 


band, she would be at liberty to remain 
with her mother. 

At this announcement, Mrs. Galeano, an 
Sooner aoe pretty and handsomely dressed 
young girl, jumped to her feet and ex- 
claimed, breathlessly, and almost tearfully: 

*“*But I love my husband dearly, and he 
loves me. He has certainly been good to 
me always, whereas my mother has been 
very mean and unkind, and”’ At this 
Mrs. Drew, the girl’s mother, a large wo- 
man, Whose face, flaming with indigna- 
tion, Was framed in a big hat, jumped to 
her ‘feet. Catching her breath with consid- 
erable difficulty, she waved a large um- 
brella in the air and fairly shouted: 

“Did any one ever hear anything like 
that, and I the best mother a girl ever 
had. Your Honor, that boy there, who mar- 
ried my Emma, has absolutely no means of 
supporting her. He has only $2 a week, 
ng he gets from his father. He beats 
ier. 

“He does not,” Gal- 
eano. 

“He does,’’ shouted her mother. 

Here Justice Greenbaum rapped for or- 
eer, and Dominick Galeano, the f father of 
the young husband, announced to the court 
that he was well satisfied with his son's 
choice, and would give him enough money 
to support his wife comfortably. Justice 
Greenbaum then said that the two families 
kad better settle the matter between them- 
selves, 

“I'll do that, sure,” said the mother 
seizing her daughter Se the arm and drag- 
ging her toward ‘the door. 

‘Look, your Honor,’”’ shouted 
Galeano, “she is dragging her away, and 
will make her a prisoner again.”’ Then all 
the interested parties to the case began 
talking at once, and it was several minutes 
before the court was able to quell the babel 
of voices and order Mrs. Drew to settle the 
matter peaceably. 

The lawyers and the two families left 
the court, and when they arrived out in the 
corridor, Mrs. Drew said firmly if there 
was an empty room handy she would state 
her side of the case. An empty court room 
was obtained, and Mrs. Drew started right 
in to lay down the law. She opened the 
proceedings by bringing down her um- 
bre'la on the surface of a table before the 
Judge’s bench, with a tremendous report, 
at the same time turning on her daughter 
and exclaiming: 

‘“* Didn’t he beat you?”’ 

‘“* Never,” stcutly replied the young wo- 
man, ‘“‘ but you have often.”’ 

‘“*T have, have I?’’ shouted Mrs. Drew, 
bringing down the umbrella with a bang. 
“T have, have I1?"’ [Bang-bang-bang went 
the umbrella as if to emphasize the reply 
she was struggling to launch.] ‘‘ Well, tell 
me now, who has a better right to beat 
you than your mother? Look at yourself, 
now. Who paid for the clothes you have 
got on your back?’’ The umbrella came 
into play with such noise and force that 
court officers came running from all parts 
of the building to learn what the row was. 
After much persuasive effort on the part 
of Galeano’s father, she cooled down, and 
turning to young Galeano said, with the 
best grace she could assume: 

‘Take her.’’ Then to her daughter, “ Em- 
ma, if you repent this, never say that you 
have not a good and wise mother.”’ 

The young couple then linked arms and 
fairly danced out of the building.”’ 


WINTER WHEAT CROP OUTLOOK 


Six Principal States Will Raise About 
as Much as Last Year—Clover 
Seed Crop. 

Special to The New York Times. 


TOLEDO, Ohio, April 3.—The six prin- 
cipal Winter wheat States now promise to 
raise about as much wheat as last year. 
Conditions have improved materially the 
past fortnight. Kansas will plow up some, 
Ohio a little. The dry weather did the 
damage, and not the Hessian fly. Farm- 
ers are in good financial condition. Stor- 
age capacity is materially increased. There 
is very little surplus clover seed. 

This is the condensed statement of 2,964 
reports C. A. King & Co. have received 
the past three days; 2,417 cover the large 
wheat-producing counties. Those States 
last year raised over half of the Winter 
wheat crop. Kansas had a record breaker 
last year. It looks now as if she would 


be lucky to get three-quarters as much this 
season. The reports snow aa very slight im- 
provement the past fortnight, less than 
the other five States. They predict over 
an eighth of the area will be abandoned. 
Soft wheat has suffered the most. 

Ohio shows the greatest recent improve- 
ment, but promises not over three-quarters 
of a full crop. Possibly 5 per cent. will 
be plowed up. Missouri's outlook is fair, 
with increased area, and there may be more 
than the last full crop. Indiana reports 
little better than the last crop, Illinois not 
so good. Michigan may turn out a better 
crop than the very poor one of last year. 

Farmers are in good financial condition. 
Ohio farmers include the largest per cent. 
of capitalists. Three-quarters of the re- 
,0rts say they are nearly out of debt. 
woe thirds of the Indiana and Michigan 
farmers owe but little. Illinois is not quite 
so fortunate. Missouri farmers are the 
poorest. Kansas reports say less than half 
are much in debt. 

The clover seed surplus left in the in- 
terior after Spring seeding is completed 
will be very small again this season. One 
thousand five hundred and sixty reports say 
there will be none of consequence; 223 re- 
port about a hundred bags, while thirty-five 
say a carload or more. Michigan shows 
the largest percentage remaining, and Ohio 
stands next.

| Churches’ 


WORK OF METHODISTS 


Lack of Sense Charged in Pro- 
viding Churches. 


Thirteen on Lower West Side Where 
Methodism Is Waning — Disgust 
with “ Snobbery” Toward 
Prince Henry. 


At the Methodist Conference yesterday 
Dr. Charles W. Millard, Presiding Elder 
of the New York District, which includes 
the greater part of Manhattan and the 
Bronx, reported remarkable progress dur- 
ing the past year. He deplored, however, 
the perplexing problems which have arisen 
from the peculiar social conditions on the 
lower west side and the crushing debts on 
enterprises which he said were built more 
on expectations than on common sense. 

The report calls attention to the fact 


that ‘between Bedford Street and Fifty- 
ninth Street, a distance of three miles, 
there are thirteen Methodist Churches in a 
district where the favorable opportunities 
for Methodism have largely passed away; 
while between Fifty-ninth Street and One 
Hundred and Fifty-fifth Street on the west 
side, a distance of five miles and in an en- 
vironment far more congenial to Methodism, 
there are only five churches.” 

The Rey. Dr. Wilson preached the confer- 
ence sermon. Referring to tne visit of 
Prince Henry of Prussia, he said: “ 
heartily concur in.the cordial welcome that 
was accorded Prince Henry as a repre- 
sentative of the German Emperor, but l 
was most heartily disgusted when I saw 
the snobbery and the groveling of those 
who simply fell on their faces to do honor 
to the visitor just because he was a Prince.” 
Dr. Wilson said that much the same spirit 
was displayed by the American women 
who married titled foreigners. 

In the afternoon a large number of the 
delegates and their wives went down to the 
Five Points Mission, where a_ luncheon 
was served, and addresses made by Bishop 
Fowler and Dr. Ezra S. Tipple. Dr. Tip- 
ple spoke of the urgent necessity of raising 
the debt of $29,000 on the property. 

At the close of the address Bishop Fowler 
announced that a gentleman on the plat- 
form had offered $10,000 toward the re- 
quired amount. After the applause had 
subsided the donor, T. L. Benham of Mount 
Vernon, said that he would not donate the 
money himself, but would make an effort 
to raise it. 

‘I think I know where I can get that 
$10,000,"" he concluded with a smile. 


NEW YORK EAST CONFERENCE. 


Committee Submitted Reasons Why 
Charges Against Dr. Reed Were 
Not Entertained. 
TORRINGTON, Conn., April 3.—At the 
New York East Conference of Methodist 
business session this morning 


was the Rev. Dr. George E. Reed, Presi- 
dent of Dickinson College, against whom 
charges were preferred by Dr. S. C. Swal- 
low, formerly Prohibition candidate for 
Governor of Pennsylvania. 

The committee of three appointed yes- 
terday to formulate reasons for the con- 
ference’s refusal to entertain the charges 
against Dr. Reed made its report. These 
were that the charges were written in the 
first person singular and signed by one at 
the time incapable of signing, because he 
was disqualified by a committee of his own 
conference from any ministerial or Church 
privilege; that it appears the other signer 
was not a member of the Methodist Church, 
and that the charges, as a class, were in- 
capable of being considered’ by a Church 
court, 

On motion of Dr. Buckley, the Chairman 
of the committee, the conference refused to 
entertain the charges. By request of Dr. 
Reed if was voted that the charges, with 
the action ef the conference, be placed on 
the minutes 

A resolution was adopted memorializing 
Congress to enact at this session such leg- 
islation as will put the Chaplains of the 
United States Navy in the matter of pay 
and general treatment on an equal footing 
with the other officers of the same rank in 
the service. 

The Revs. W. T. Hill, George P. Maine, 
and Charles Wing were elected Trustees for 
three years, to succeed themselves. 

The Foreign Missionary Society was ad- 
dressed by Miss Gallimore, who recently 
returned from India. She spoke about the 
work accomplished hy the American mis- 
sionaries in India. 

In the evening the Rev. Dr. Thirkeld, 
President of the Gammon School of 
Charleston, S. C.. spoke on the question of 
educating the negro in the South. 

The Rev. Dr. Lawrence of Southold, L._L., 
presided at the evening session. 

CHURCH WORK SUCCESSFUL, 
Encouraging Reports at the Southern 
New England M. E. Conference. 
ROCKVILLE, Conn., April 3.—Reports of 
Presiding Elders and of various committees 
occupied the second business session of the 
Southern New England Methodist Confer- 

ence to-day. 

The Rev. W. I. Ward of Fall River re- 
ported for a committee on the Conference 
Home Missionary Society, stating that 
while an appropriation of $2,615 had been 
made, funds amounting to only $1,519 had 
been paid in. Most of this was used for 


| improvement of church property. 
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All the reports of Presiding Elders indi- 
cated a successful year in Church work. 

This afternoon the Sunday school anni- 
versary was observed, with the Rev. C. A. 
Stenhouse of Pawtucket presiding. Ad- 
dresses were made on ‘*‘ Methods and Sub- 
stance of Sunday School Work Demanded 
by the Twentieth Century.” 

This evening the Conference was devoted 
to the celebration of the anniversary of the 
Board of Church Extension. The Rev. W. 
lL. Hood of Pawtucket, R. I., presided. The 
Rev W. W. Ogler of Calais, Me., the 
speaker of the evening, told of the excel- 
lent work the society had been doing, and 
the many churches it has aided. 


PRESBYTERIAN CREED CHANGES

ST. LOUIS, Mo., April 3.—Dr. S. J. Nic- 
colls, the St. Louis member of the Presby- 
terian Creed Revision Committee, an- 
nounced Thursday morning that the com- 
mittee had neariy completed its work and 
that ata special meeting of the members in 
Washington, D. C., next Wednesday a 
unanimous report will be adopted. 

‘“The committee,” said ‘Dr. Niccolls, 
“has already agreed concerning the re- 
vision of the Westminster Confession, and 
it only remains to vote on the separate 
chapters. The special subject for consider- 
ation will be the brief statement, or short 
creed, which the committee was directed 
to. report at the next meting of the Gen- 
eral Conference, in New York. 

“TIT cannot give out a synopsis of the 
revised creed at this time, but I am at lib- 
erty to say that no radical changes have 
been made. Some slight changes have been 
made in Chapter III. on decrees. Chapter 
X., which concerns the salvation of in- 
fants, has been revised by the addifion of 
an explanatory statement that the Pres- 
byterian Church most emphatically does 
not hold that infants dying in infancy are 
lost. The committee has made but five 
revisions in all, and some of these are 
merely explanatory passages. 

Dr. Niceolls will leave for Washington 
Monday morning and will probably be ab- 
sent ten days.

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THE KRUM BILL. 

Serious objections to the Krum Cor- 
poration Tax bill were set forth in the 
statements submitted to the Governor at 
the hearing yesterday by Mr. LAWSON 
Purpy, Secretary of the New York Tax 
Reform Association. 

It appears to be true that this bill 
would tax some corporations much more 
heavily than others under like conditions. 
The Supreme Court has said that this 
must not be done. The income tax pro- 
vision applies only to corporations hav- 
ing a capital less than $3,000,000. It is 
only the graded tax that would apply to 
corporations capitalized in excess of that 
sum. Thus, a company doing business 
with a capital of $2,500,000 would pay a 
graded tax of $2,500 and an income tax of 
$3,750, making a total of $6,250, which is 
just the amount that would be paid by a 
corporation capitalized at $50,000,000, 
paying 10 per cent. dividends, but having 
no income tax to pay. 

It is not exactly a good principle of 
taxation to decrease the tax on large cor- 
porations and increase it on small cor- 
porations paying no dividends. 

This bill imposes a tax on the entire 
capital of foreign corporations capital- 
ized in excess of $3,000,000. This is not 
the way to attract business corporations 
to New York, since it would be likely to 
provoke retaliatory legislation in other 
States. The corporations reached by this 
bill will be chiefly small non-dividend 
paying corporations and large foreign 
corporations employing only a part of 
their capital in this State. Under these 
conditions it is unlikely that the law 
would increase the revenues of the State. 
It would tend to decrease the amount of 
business done here. It ought not to be 
difficult for the Governor to convince 
himself that the Krum bill is an unwise 
project of legislation,

“IF CROKER CAME TO 
YORK” ——? 

There is no question about the wit of 
Dr. PARKHURST’S epigram that whereas 
the administration was expected to re- 
form the police, the police seemed to be 
reforming the administration. It is 
worthy of the vogue which it has at once 
attained. And the vogue of it shows 
that it appeals to the popular estimate 
of the facts in the case, 

And yet that is by no means all that 
there is to be said-about it. It would of 
course be as absurd for the administra- 
tion to claim credit, in the sense of prepa- 
ration or prevision, for the revolt of the 
policemen in one precinct, now spread to 
many precincts, as for @ man to claim

credit for having been struck by light- 
ning. The latter event would have been 
no more unexpected than was the for- 
mer. And yet it was the pressure indi- 
rectly put upon these patrolmen by the 
knowledge that the District Attorney 
was gathering evidence of violations of 
the excise law and the knowledge that 
their orders would not protect them in 
making false reports that precipitated 
their action. 

Whoever is in doubt whether the re- 
form administration had anything to do 
with the reform of the police from within 
has only to ask himself one simple ques- 
tion: Can he imagine these policemen do- 
ing this thing under the régime of VAN 
Wyck and Murpuy and Drevery? No 
doubt the honest men of the force found 
the making of false statements as irk- 
some and offensive then as they have 
found it now. But they knew that if 
they revolted against “‘ the System,” all 
the power of Tammany would be put 
forth to crush them. For “the System” 
was Tammany. It was only when an 
anti-Tammany administration came in 
that they could be sure that they would 
not be made to suffer for doing their 
duty. That was what gave them cour- 
age to do their duty. 

So that “the administration” had 
something to do with reforming the po- 
lice, after all. 


A DANGEROUS MEASURE. 

The powers and privileges granted by 
the Bedell bill, under which the 
York Central Railroad purposes to im- 
prove its terminal facilities, would be 
subject to no control whatever by any 
local authority. They would be exercised 
subject only to the will of the State Rail- 
road Commission, a body owing the ap- 
pointment of its members to a political 
source and their compensations to the 
railroads themselves, 

The provision giving to the Appellate 
Division of the Supreme Court the right 
of review is altogether delusive. The 
court would have authority to deter- 
mine whether the Commissioners, in tak- 
ing property or laying out routes, had 
proceeded in a certain prescribed manner 
and after hearing evidence. It would not 
be called upon to say whether the pro- 
cedure was well advised or the evidence 
sufficient. It could not go at all into the 
merits of any of the matters under re- 
view. 


New 


The powers granted are comprehensive 
and extraordinary. It is a general bill. 
Under its provisions the New York Cen- 
tral, or any other company, now or here- 
after organized, by the aid and consent 
of the Railroad Commission, would have 
the right to condemn public or private 
property, to compel the city to open or 
close streets, avenues, public places, and 
parks. Under this bill underground rail- 
roads might be built in any part of this 
city and operated free of local control— 
at least such appears to be its scope. It 
is certain that if the New York Central 
Railroad Company desired to take a part 
of Central Park for its use it might do so 
with the consent of the Railroad Com- 
mission and the local authorities and the 
people of the city would be powerless to 
prevent the spoliation. 

Powers of such weight and moment 
should be*exercised only under the super- 
vision and control of public officers re- 
sponsible to local public opinion. The 
bill is vicious and full of danger. Like 
the Kelsey bill in the interests of the 
Pennsylvania’s undertaking, it confers 
vast general powers not essential to the 
special purpose in view. 

There is to be a hearing before the 
Governor on Wednesday, the 9th instant. 
If the public opinion of the city is not 
expressed at that hearing the people may 
as well hold their peace afterward. Their 
streets, their avenues, and their parks 
may be taken from them at the pleasure 
of the Railroad Commission, a body in 
nowise subject to their control or influ- 
ence. 


THE RIGHT OF CONSPIRACY. 


The decision handed down by Chief 
Justice PARKER from the Court of Ap- 
peals, concurred in by Judges Gray, 
O'BRIEN, and HAIGuT and dissented from 
by Judges BARTLETT, MARTIN, and VANN, 
in the case of the Steam Fitters’ Pro- 
tective Associations, lays down a prin- 
ciple which will be much discussed and 
concerning which we venture to say that 
the views of the majority of our Court 
of Appeals will be accepted rather as an 
obiter dictum than as a precedent. Its 
essence is that “a labor organization is 
endowed with precisely the same legal 
right as is an individual to threaten to do 
what it may lawfully do.” Perhaps as an 
abstract proposition this might,be ac- 
cepted as true, but as a definition of the 
legal rights of organized labor it is liable 
to be given a meaning much broader 
than it will safely carry. 

The development of the law for more 
than a century has been along a line 
which may be described as perpendicular 
to the plane of Judge PARK»R’s opinion. 
There are a great many individual rights 
which cease to be rights and become vio- 
lations of the rights of others when ex- 
ercised by concert of agreement. There 
are a great many things which a man 
may lawfully do, if done in a proper and 
orderly way on his own motion, which 
when undertaken by two or more men in 
formal agreement become conspiracies, 
The rights of a labor organization can- 
not be properly said to be identical with 
the rights of an individual under any 
conditions, for the reason that what an 
individual may do properly a body of 
men banded together for a common pur- 
pose and acting under the direction of 
leaders who plan for them can do only 
by the employment of means which are 
intended to be a more or less forcible in- 
vasion of the rights of others. The dif- 
ference between the individual right of 
action and the right of action which be- 
longs to, say, a thousand men organized 
for a specific purpose, is immeasurable. 


A single and easily comprehended illus- 
tration will serve to make this plain. A 
depositor in a bank may do with his 
aceount as he pleases. If he wants an 
accommodation which the management 
does not see fit to extend to him he may 
withdraw his account. It may also be 
assumed that he has a right to tell others 
of his action and to advise them to do 
likewise, provided he does not employ any 
false statements to accomplish the dimi- 
nution of the bank’s business. But if all 
the customers of a bank should form an 
association and from time to time pro- 
ceed in a body, or send delegates, to its 
counting room to make demands, threat- 
ening if these demands were refused not 
only to withdraw all their own deposits 
but to “‘ persuade ” others not to do busi- 
ness with the bank, and actually carry- 
ing these threats into execution by estab- 
lishing pickets about it, an injunction 
would be a proper and natural recourse 
for the bank in the protection of its in- 
terests, and it is doubtful if any court of 
competent jurisdiction would for a mo- 
ment hesitate to grant it. 

In the case which on appeal has called 
out Judge PARKER’'s decision the facts 
are briefly as follows: The National Pro- 
tective Association of Steam Fitters and 
Helpers, an incorporated body, came into 
conflict with the Enterprise Association 
by reason of the fact that some of the 
members of the Protective Association 
worked for lower wages than the mem- 
bers of the Enterprise Association de- 
manded. Through its walking delegates 
the Enterprise Association insisted that 
contractors employing members of the 
Protective Association should forthwith 
discharge them and substitute Enterprise 
Association members in their places. In 
several instances strikes were ordered 
to enforce this demand, with the net re- 
sult that all the members of the Protec- 
tive Association were discharged from 
employment and their places given to 
members of the Enterprise Association. 
This result was accomplished partly by 
strikes and partly by threats of strikes, 
accompanied by the usual agencies of 
coercion. Judge Truax granted an in- 
junction restraining the Enterprise Asso- 
ciation from striking or making threats; 
he was reversed by the Appellate Divi- 
sion, which, in turn, has been sustained 
by the Court of Appeals. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—In a pamphlet decorated with bright- 
colored bird pictures of the modern and 
realistic sort, Mr. CHARLES R. SKINNER, 
the State Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion, calls the attention of public school chil- 
dren and teachers to the near approach of 
Arbor Day—it comes on May 2 this year— 
and tells them many excellent reasons why 
they should enter into its celebration with 
enough interest and enthusiasm to bring 
about results even better than those at- 
tained in the past~—which were very good. 
The Superintendent also announces that, 
thanks to the generosity of Mr. WILLIAM 
A. WapswortH of Geneseo, he is again 
able to offer cash prizes of $100 and $50 for 
the best and second best kept rural school 
grounds in the State. The competition is 
open only -to district schools not within 
the limits of a city or incorporated village, 
this restriction being necessary because 
in schools of the latter sort it is not prac- 
ticable to intrust to the children much 
more than the duty of pretecting from in- 
jury such trees, shrubs, and flowers as 
the local authorities supply. He also offers 
twenty big American flags, made of the 
best materials and the gift of The Youth's 
Companion, to the twenty schools in the 
State whose grounds show the greatest im- 
provement between Spring and Autumn. 
The pamphlet gives full details of the com- 
petitions, but it is not necessary to repeat 
them here. Arbor Day is an excellent in- 
stitution, and efforts to increase its popu- 
larity among the school children are to be 
commended. When children learn that to 
pick a flower is usually to put it to the 
least valuable of its uses, and that the 
planting of trees and their protection from 
bugs, Highway Commissioners, and other 
natural enemies are sources of a vast 
amount of pleasure, their civilization is 
already well begun, and the chance that 
they will become good citizens is vastly im- 
proved. 


—It is not customary to make editorial, 
or even sub-editorial, comment on the 
special achievements of individual circus 
performers, but there is enough of the un- 
usual in the ‘‘act’’ of the man who calls 
himself Diavolo to justify an infraction 
of the rules relating to dignity, advertising, 
and the like highly important matters. 
There is, of course, nothing in the slightest 
degree mysterious, though much that is 
astonishing, in the fact that Diavolo can 
follow on his bicycle a path which for 
an instant puts him head downward, and 
the explanation of his escape from falling 
at that instant to the ground below him 
is the very simple one that he couldn't fall 
in that particular direction if he tried. For 
one with a close approach to perfect con- 
trol over muscle and mind while moving 
at great speed, the trick is easy enough— 
much easier, indeed, than many other ath- 
letic exploits in appearance vastly less re- 
markable. The exceptional, and therefore 
interesting, detail of the performance iies 
in the circumstance that it could not be 
approached by degrees—its dangers could 
not be learned one at a time, and overcome 
one at a time as skill and experience in- 
creased. The whole thing had to be done 
at the very first attempt by a man who 
did not and could not know whether his 
self-possession would stand the test of con- 
ditions concerning which nothing was cer- 
tain except that they were extremely try- 
ing, and that the slightest error in judg- 
ment or action would have results assured- 
ly serious and probably fatal. It is this 
that raises Diavolo’s rush around his big 
loop out of the category of the ordinary, 
and evidences his possession of a kind of 
courage which, if of no great practical 
value, is peculiar enough to deserve special 
attention. 


——Somebody said, the other day, in the 
course of an appeal for the lowering of our 
tariff wall. that as a result of protection 
New England would soon be, if it was not 
already, reduced to literature and Summer 
boarders as its last and only means of sub- 
sistence.

LOG BILL HEARING INCIDENT. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The press accounts of the hearing 
Wednesday before Gov. Odell on Senator 
Brown's bill amending the navigation law 
omitted reference to an illuminating re- 
mark by Senator Malby which was the 
sensation of the hearing, if one might judge 
from the hilarious demonstration which it 
evoked. 

Senator Brown's bill, No. 921, an amended 
form of his bill No, 404, amends Chapter 
30 of the General Laws known as the Nav- 
igation Law, so that “any person desiring 
to uSe a river or stream in this State 
which is or shall be recognized by law or 
use as a public highway, for running logs, 
timber, or wood, by floating or flooding, 
may institute proceedings for the con- 
demnation of the rights of riparian owners 
on such river or stream, to the extent that 
may be necessary, for the public use thereof 
as a highway for such purpose.” 

The undersigned opposed the bill on three 
grounds; 
the indiscriminate destruction of large 
quantities of timber in the forest preserve; 
second, that the condemnation of private 
property by private individuals or corpora- 
tions for essentially private uses was an 
unwarranted invasion of private-rights in 
property, and, third, that the law was un- 
constitutional, 

Senator Malby, who followed Senator 
Brown in advocacy of the bill, referring to 
the constitutional question, made an ex- 
traordinary confession in regard to a bill 
affecting the lumbering interests, which 
had become a law by a previous Gov- 
ernor’s signature. He said that he knew 


the law to be unconstitutional at the time; | 


that he had told the Governor so, but that 
he had said to the Governor that the lum- 


bermen had so many thousand feet of logs | 


in the woods which they wanted to get out, 


and if the Governor would sign the bill it | 
would give them a chance to get the logs | 
out before the courts could pronounce the | 


law unconstitutional.

Poultney Bigstow Saye Nowadays They 


Remain Aliens, Returning Home 


After Making Money. 

LONDON, April 4.—The opening sens 
tence of an article dealing with German 
emigration to the United States, contribute 
ed to The Morning Post by Poultney Bige- 
| low, is as follows: 

“To understand the force of the current 
drawing Germany and the United States 
together, for good or for ill, we need to un- 
derstand the strange prejudices and halluci- 
nations that sometimes hurry nations into 
war.” 

Continuing, Mr. Bigelow estimates oneé- 
third of the American people to be of Gers 
man descent, and says it is obvious that, if 
appreciable portion of this number 
| could be united and organized under Gere 
man auspices, it would prove a nucleus for 
; 4n important German State. 

‘The writer then proceeds to analyze the 
difference in the character of German emii- 
gration to the United States before and 
since 1870. In the first case the cmigrants 
were republican at heart, having tasted the 
bitterness of monarchical absolutism. They 
became American citizens. and were aciu- 
ated by such hatred of the German Gov- 
ernment that, had war broken out between 
} the United States and Germany, it ts fair 
to assume that they would have been will- 
ing to fight against the Fatherland. 

The war of 1870, however, made Germany 
a great power. With the growth of free- 
} dom in Germany came the growth of the 
millionaire aristocracy in America, as pow- 
erful and harmful as anything of its kind 

in Europe. Nowadays, therefore, the Ger- 
man emigrants are actuated almost entire- 
ly by a desire for pecuniary gain. They 
live in the United States as aliens until 
they accumulate fortunes; they then re- 
|} turn to the Fatherland. ‘ 

The Morning Post, referring editorially 
to Mr. Bigelow’s article, thinks it may lHe:p 
to solve the problem of the motives of 
Prince Henry's visit to the United States.

CECIL RHODES’S FUNERAL 


Imposing Ceremony at Cape Town 
Yesterday Afternoon. 


Ali Business Suspended—Huge Crowd 
in Front of the Cathedral — The 
Body Now on Its Way 
to Rhodesia. 


CAPE TOWN, April 3.—Throughout this 
morning a continuous stream of people 
passed by the coffin containing the body of 
the Right Hon. Cecil Rhodes as it rested in 
Parliament House. 

The funeral procession this afternoon was 
Most imposing. The coffin, draped with 
the union jack which belonged to Mr. 
Rhodes, and the flag of the British Char- 
tered South Africa Company which went 
through the fight at Massikessi, was car- 
ried on the carriage of the “‘ Long Cecil” 
gun, used at the siege of Kimberley, 
through the crowded streets to the Cathe- 
Gral. The streets were lined by troops, 
who saluted the passing cortége. 

The pall bearers were Dr. Jameson, Sir 
John Gordon Sprigg, (Premier of Cape 
Colony,) and six others. The chief mourner 
was Col. Frank Rhodes, the dead man's 
eldest brother, who walked alone and 
bareheaded, followed by the other broth- 
ers of Cecil Rhodes and representatives of 
Lord Milner, (British High Commissioner,) 
and Sir Walter Hely-Hutchinson, (Governor 
and Commander in Chief of the Cape of 
Good Hope.) Then came the Judges, mili- 
tary and officials, representatives 
of the colonies, churches and. Parliament, 
the Mayors and the staffs of the De Beers 
and the British Chartered South Africa 
Companies. Conspieuous in the procession 
were Messrs. Merriman, Sauer,and Molteno, 
ex-Minister and a number of members 
of the Afrikander Bund. 

The gun carriage was. 
horses. Among the drapings was a ban- 
ner from the Loyal Women's Guild in- 
scribed: ‘‘ Farewell, Great Heart.”’ j 

All business was suspended during the ; 
funeral and all the public buildings were 
draped in black. 

In front of the Cathedral stood a huge 
crowd, bareheaded, and the building itself 
was filled to its capacity. The Archbishop 
and other clergy received the body at the 
porch, and there the opening sentences of 
the burial service were pronounced, with 
bells tolling and the organ playing a 
funeral march. The procession then passed 
down the main aisle. : 

The Archbishop in his sermon said that 
Mr. Rhodes had fafilts, of which he him- 
self was probably as conscious as any one, 
but nevertheless he was a great man. Be- 
fore the Chartered Company was contem- 
peated Mr. Rhodes said to him, (the Arch- 
yishop:)

At the conclusion of the service the pro- 
cession reformed, a dead march was played, 
and the mourners proceeded to the railway 
station. There the coffin was borne into 
the De Beers Company’s saloon car, which 
had been converted into a chapelle ardente. 
The family, the executors of the will, and 
others are accompanying the body to 
Rhodesia. 

The entire ceremony lasted two and a 
half hours. It was the first public funeral 
ja South Africa which called out such a 
remarkable demonstration of public grief.

He 
fully appreciates the conditions of Canadian 
life, which must guide him, if possible, to 
avoid the pitfalls of his predecessors. He 
sends this message: 

“The Canadians who served under me 
in South Africa were men, from the tops 
of their heads to the soles of their feet. 
Or, to be more explicit. there are persons 
with rifles and men with rifles. When a 
General has men under him with rifles, he 
knows what he can do and what risks he 
can take.”’

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Ferdinand Bonn Makes His First 
Appearance in America. 


The Young German Actor Seen at the 
Irving Place Theatre—“ Miss Hel- 
yett” at the Victoria. 


Hi.¢c Ferdinand Bonn, who appeared for 
the .-~st time in America last night at the 
Irving Place Theatre in Schiller’s ‘ Die 
Raeuber,” is especially celebrated for the 
range and variety of his impersonations, a 
topic on which it is at the present moment, 
of course, impossible to speak. His first 
performance, however, revealed a highly 
striking artistic individuality. 

He is of stalwart physique, but not tall, 
being certainiy not over middle height; his 
head is large, and his features massive 
and commanding; his movements are pow- 
erful and easy. In the earlier scenes of the 
play he was quiet and naturalistic. His 
visage, though it could assume a pleasant 
aspect, habitually wore an evil lower. 

Its most striking characteristic was a 
gleam of restless fire in the eye. His voice 
Was powerful] and rich and his manner of 
using it peculiar. For such modulations as 
lead to harmony in utterance and bring out 
the rhythm of the words Herr Bonn ap- 
pears to care little. He seeks rather by 
sudden changes in pitch and volume to pro- 
duce striking contrasts in expression. 

A similar intention shown in the 
use of gesture and action. He is neither 
quietistic nor exaggerated, but approaches 
either extreme by sudden fits and changes. 
Thus at one moment he sits still in a 
chimney corner, looking steadfastly into 
the fire, at which he is warming his hands. 
One expects him momentarily to poke the 
fire. The next moment he leaps up some 
inches from the stage and bursts into a 
tirade of villainy. 

From the academic point of view, all this 
might be censured as lacking in harmoni- 
ous sincerity—that quality dear to the 
faithful mime as “the legitimate.” In 
Stating the fact, however, it has been per- 
haps necessary to exaggerate it. The point 
of main importance is that Herr Bonn, by 
means of this combination of genres, 
reaches indisputable masterhood. 

Last night he ran throught the gamut 
of emotions of that notable villain, Franz 
Moor, denoted each with accurate intelli- 
gence and power, and in the death scene 
rose to heights of tragic expression that 
are rarely surpassed. If he does many 
things as well as he has done this one a 
new and powerful force has come among 
us. 

The important point with regard to Herr 
Bonn's occasional turns of naturalism is 
that he never allows them to stand in the 
way of a frank interpretation of the play 
and of each particular passage in it. ‘ Die 
taeuber,’’ though manifestly written un- 
der the direct influence of Shakespeare, 
betrays the influence of the great English 
dramatist mainly in such devices as con- 
tribute to a sort of naive fury in expres- 
sion. Stormy soliloquies abound, and, 
though the stage often crowded, there 
almost never than two people 
concerned scene, and then 
are usually fighting. The play 
interminable; last evening, in spite of 
several considerable it lasted until 
midnight, and from beginning to end there 
is little but violence and villainy. Ravens 
fly and owls hoot, and the tempers of the

There is hell and murder, death and 
damnation in every page, and curse fol- 
lows curse in damning iteration.

Second Production of the New Orleans 
Opera Bouffe Company. 


At the Victoria. Theatre last night the 
New Orleans French Opera Company pye- 
sented Audran’s ‘‘ Miss Helyett.” It is a 
long time since this comic piece has been 
performed in New York, and the revival of 
it awakened memories of the early Jays of 
Mrs. Leslie Carter, who once appeared in 
a properly curtailed version of it at the 
Star Theatre. That was in Mrs. Carter's 
novice days, when only a limited range of 
emotional expression and a small dramatic 
technic were hers. The title réle of the 
musical piece would not woo her now, yet 
it is a cheery rdle, and one which in the 
hands of an actress of skill can be made 
very entertaining. 

The piece as a whole might be vastly im- 
proved. It is too conversational. It 
abounds in scenes of which the material 
part could be put before the audience in 
one-quarter the number of speeches the 
librettist has used. This is a serious fault 
and would make the play drag in the hands 
of smarter comedians than those who ap- 
peared in it night. Audran’s music 
recalls not even the faintest echo of 
“‘Olivette’"’ and ‘*‘La Mascotte.” Audran 
wrote himself out too quickly. He was no 
Offenbach, nor even a Planquette, but 
while his ideas lasted he contributed a 
fair share to the gayety of nations. Per- 
haps the music of “ Miss Helyett’’ would 
have sounded better if it had been better 
conducted, and if the orchestra had not 
lost its place so often. But it is hard indeed 
to sing when half the instruments are 
wandering about through the score any- 
where but where the singer is. No doubt 
things will go much better to-night. 

The performance of last evening intro- 
duced to the public some of the most enter- 
taining members of the company, and as a 
whole it was vastly better than that of 
Monday evening. It had more refinement, 
more delicacy of touch, more detailed 
meaning, and more genuine humor. Fur- 
thermore, it contained considerably better 
singing, though no one expects anything of 
high vocal order in an opera bouffe enter- 
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last night’s cast was Mile. Deliane, who ap- 
peared in the title réle. She is a woman of 
attractive appearance, and has a pleasing 
little voice. Her assumption of the forced 
demureness of Miss Helyett was admirable, 
and when her time came for an outbreak 
she burst into demonstrativeness of a- sug- 
gestive sort without being vulgar. Her im- 
personation was altogether well conceived 
and carried out with understanding of the 
resources of her art. She impressed the au- 
dience most favorably. 

Mile. de Ter was entertaining as Manuela, 
and sang with some skill. The men were 
all good. M. Vilette, as Paul, acted with 
abundant spirit, and sang with a good 
voice, though not with perfect intonation. 
M. Gabel showed genuine comic talent as 
James, and his scene with Miss Helyett in 
the second act was one of the hits of the 
evening. M. Queyla was a good Puycardas, 
and M. Douchet was excellent as Smithson. 
The ballet was the same as that given on 


Monday night in “ La Jolie Parfumeuse." 
The conductor was M. Moreau. On the 


whole, the performance was very com- 
mendable and genuinely diverting. It ought 
to be even more so this evening.

The performance at the Madison Square 
Theatre yesterday afternoon was unex- 
pectedly endurable, If it were a sin to write 
about the theatre, no fitter punishment 
could be meted out as a rule than to be 
obliged to sit through the typical student 
performance, with its endless series of 
empty amateur plays, and its infinite varie- 
tiles of badness in bearing, gesture, and 
speaking. The second student matinée of 
the Stanhope-Wheatcroft Dramatic School 
disclosed at least one play of interest, and 
a general level of acting that was supris- 
ingly high. 

The interesting novelty was “The 
Rector,” by Rachel Crothers, a former 
pupil and a present teacher of the school. 
The milieu and the characters were not 
particularly novel, and they may have 
been gleaned from some work of fiction. 
Yet they had the air of being studied from 
life. In either case they were realized with 
a fine score of theatrical values—of the lim- 
itations and the capabilities of represent- 
ed speech and action. Each of the seven 
characters was fully and distinctly evolved, 
a pretty story was told, many amusing 
things were said and done, and this without 
anywhere forcing the note. All of the parts 
were capably taken. Adela Baker imper- 
sonated a scheming chairman of the church 
committee on a new carpet with exquisite 
poise and humor, and Eleanor Fickeisen 
took a young and emotional part with 
dignity and strength. But it is perhaps 
unjust to single out individuals for men- 
tion, the whole performance was so capable.

The principal speaker at the meeting was 
Clarence 8. Darrow of Illinois. He went 
into a detailed history of Altgeld’s connec- 
tion with the case of the Chicago Anarch- 
ists leading up to his pardoning of them 
when he was Governor of Illinois. The 
speaker said that Lyman J. Gage was one 
of the signers of the petition asking for 
the pardon of the men. 

The speaker then said that Gov. Altgeld 
had ruined himself in the eyes of the world 
by two acts, the release of the Anarchists 
and his action in connection with the 
sending of Federal troops into Illinois. ‘I 
notice in THE New YorkK TIMEs,"’ said Mr. 
Darrow, “ an editorial containing the state- 
ment that Gov. Altgeld was condemned 
and always would be condemned because 
he refused to have the troops to quell the 
riots in Chicago."’ Mr. Darrow then went 
into a defense of Gov. Altgeld’s action in 
this matter, in the course of which he de- 
nounced Grover Cleveland. 

Resolutions commending the life and acts 
of Mr. Altgeld were adopted, and letters 
of regret were read from George Fred 
Williams, R. Fulton Cutting, Congressman 
Sulzer. and William J. Bryan. 

During the meeting a man who was dis- 
tributing the pamphlets alluded to by Mr. 
George was arrested outside the hall. The 
prisoner, who was locked up on a charge of 
violating a city ordinance, gave his name 
as Henry Horschkopf, twenty-two years 
old, and said he was a carpenter living at 
167 Ludlow Street.

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EX-JUSTICE DEPUE DEAD. 


Long Career of the Chief of New Jem 
sey’s Supreme Court. 
NEWARK, N. J., April 3.—David A. De 
pue, ex-Chief Justice of the Supreme 
Court of New Jersey, died at his home 
here to-night. He had been ill since last 
Fall with kidney trouble. His death had 


been looked for several times during the 
Winter, but each time he rallied. Yester- 
day he had a final sinking spell and the 
end came ‘to-night. 
David Ayres Depue was born at Mount 
Bethel in Pennsylvania on Oct. 27, 1826. 
Although born in Pennsylvania, he came 
from a Huguenot family which settled at 
Pahaquarry, Warren County, N. J., in the 
seventeenth century. When the future 
Judge was fourteen years old, his family 
moved back to Warren County, settling at 
Belvidere. Three years later he entered 
Princeton College, trom which he was grad- 
uated in 1846. Ele studied law under the 
late John M. Sherrard, and was admitted 
to practice in 1849. 
When forty_years old he was appointed 
an Associate Justice of the Supreme Court 
by Gov, Ward. He was assigned to the 
Essex-Union circuit. He removed to New- 
ark and made it his home afterward. Union 
was detached from the circuit in 1875. Sub- 
sequently it became needful to appoint a 
circuit Justice to aid in handling the busi- 
ness in Essex. Justice Depue was reap- 
pointed for successive terms by Govs. 
Parker, McClellan, Green, and Werts. On 
May 2, 1900, he took the oath of office as 
Chief Justice to succeed William J. Magie, 
who had been made thé Chancellor. 
Nov. 16, 1904, hé retired from the 

‘bh after thirty-five years’ continuous 
ervice., 
In 1874 Justice Depue was given the hono- 
decree of Doctor of Laws by Rut- 
ers College, and in 1880 by Princeton. He 
was twice married. His first wife was 
Mary Stuart. She died in 1850. In 1862 he 
married Delia Ann Slocum, who with

Nelson Wolcott Willard, a post graduate 
student at Columbia, yesterday broke the 
university strength test record by scoring 
1,827 points on the intercollegiate strength 
test system devised by Dr. Dudley A. Sar- 
gent of Harvard. Willard is only a com- 
paratively small chap, standing 5 feet 5% 
inches and weighing 159%, pounds, yet he 
broke the former record of 1,709 points, held

Willard’s development at strength test 
work has been remarkable. Last year he 
stood twenty-third on the list of Columbia's 
fifty strong men, with a total of 1,288.7. 
This year he has added 538.3 points to his 
test, a number equal to the entire score of 
many freshmen at their first test. No es- 
pecial cause is found for Willard’s devel- 
opment in the year except that he played 
football last year and has given considera- 
ble attention to gymnastic practice.

SOME PHENOMENAL RISES. 


Under the Lead of the Vanderbilt 
Shares Many Standard Issues 
Advance Sharply. 
Yesterday's stockmarket was noteworthy 
because of the phenomenal advances scored 
by a number of the high-class investment 
issues, under the lead of the Vanderbilt 
stocks. Northwest. for instance, rose ™4 
points, Northwest preferred 114%, Omaha 11, 
Omaha preferred 4, St. Paul 4, and St. 
Paul preferred 214, while other noteworthy

Then on the trans- 
fer of 200 shares it rose to 165, immediately 
following which, on another 200 share 
transfer, it jumped five full points between 
sales to 170, where it closed. 

The rise in Northwest 
fully as spectacular. Opening at 
quotation advenced without any special 
feature to 251. Then on dealings in 500 
shares it jumped to 255, a moment later, on 
the transfer of 100 shares, it was up to 

504%, and the next moment—600 shares 
oamioes out—the price was advanced to 260. 

Remarkable, however, as such jumps 
were, the really astonishing market feature 
was the tremendous dealings at advancing 
prices in St. Pau) common stock. More 
than 130,000 shares—almost one-fourth of 
the entire common stock—were traded in, 
with the last quotation but one-eighth be- 
low the highest price for the day. At 
first, blocks of 1,000 and 2,000 shares came 
out—these even being sufficiently large to 
occasion cemment—but later, when the real 
activity developed, there appeared blocks 
of 3,000 and 5,060 shares. with one block of 
7,000. One firm alone—Hollister & Babcock 
—wWas credited with purchasing 40,000 shares 
of: the stock during the day.

In dairy products 
tnere is little change, although eggs are still 
144 cents a dozen higher than they were a 
year ago, despite the recent collapse. But- 
ter, cheese, and apples are also somewhat 
higher. Miscellaneous food products are 
fractionally lower than they were a year 
ago; coffee having fallen a cent a pound 
and sugar a considerable fraction. 

Clothing shows a small gain, cotton being 
higher, as well as footwear and silk, but 
wool is easier, aid rubber 13 cents lower. 
Notwithstanding the recent advances in 
iron and steel products, metals as a whole 
exhibit a decline, the widest change being 5 
cents a pound in copper, with smaller losses 
in lead and petroleum. In the miscel- 
laneous division the most conspicuous 
change during the year is the rise of 
cents in turpentine, while hemp and linseed 
oil also gained.

WHISKY TRUST LITIGATION. 


President Rice Testifies in Suit of Ken- 
tucky Distilling and Warehousing 
Company Stockholders. 


NEWARK, N. J., April 3.—William M. 
Rice, President of the Distilling Company 
of America, was on the stand to-day in 
Chancery Chambers in the proceedings 
brought against that corporation by Henry 
I. Dittman and other stockholders of the 
Kentucky Distilling and Warehousing Com- 
pany, one of the subsidiary companies con- 
trolled by the defendant corporation. The 
purpose of the litigation is the recovery 
of the corporation's back earnings, which 
the complainants contend should have been 
distributed in dividends instead of being 
used to increase the working capital. 

The negotiating of a loan of $4,080,000 by 
the American Company to the Kentucky 
Company formed the first subject of in- 
quiry. his loan, Mr. Rice testified, had 
cost the Kentucky Company $492,000, di- 
vided in this way: For underwriting the 
bonds $200,000, and the balance to the 
stockholders’ Protective Committee of the 
American Company for providing the_nec- 
essary money, and to the Mercantile Trust 
Company of New York for registering the 
bonds. 

The witness said the Kentucky Compan 
did not have sufficient working capital, 
and, owing to the stringency in the money 
market at the time, was unable to readily 
find the necessary funds to carry on its 
business. It appealed to the Distilling Com- 
pany of America, which had a_ working 
capital amounting to $1,500,000. The 
amount required by the Kentucky Com- 
pany was borrowed by the American Com- 
pany on its own credit of 6 per cent., and 
in turn was loaned to the Kentucky Com- 
pany at the same rate of interest. 


DECISION FOR WHISKY TRUST. 


Judge Lacombe Refuses to Remand a 
Suit to the Supreme Court. 

Judge Lacombe in the United States Cir- 
cuit Court yesterday morning denied the 
application of counsel to remand the: case 
of Louis Windmuller, Nathan Bijur, and 
Mayer Arnold against the Standard Distill- 
ing and Distributing Company, Distilling 


Company of America, and Spirits Distribut- 
ing Company to the Supreme Court of ‘the 
State of New York. 

He also signed an order in which he de- 
nied the plaintiff's motion for a temporary 
injunction pendente lite, and at the same 
time vacating the stay granted on March 
22 last by Justice Greenbaum of the Su- 
preme Court.
